Won: The 11th annual Dr. 
Tony Ryan Book Award, Eliza 
McGraw, for her biography 
Here Comes Exterminator! The 
Eongshot Horse , the Great War, 
and the Making of an American 
Hero. McGraw, who has writ¬ 
ten for the New York Times and 
Washington Post , and who previ¬ 
ously authored two acclaimed 
academic books, received a 
$10,000 winner’s check and 
Tipperary crystal trophy from 
Shane Ryan during an April 20 
reception at Casdeton Lyons 
farm near Lexington, Ky. 
Nearly a hundred aficionados 
of horse racing and good litera¬ 
ture were on hand for the cel¬ 
ebratory event, first hosted in 
2006 by the late Dr. Tony Ryan. 

An excerpt from the book 
appeared in the June 2016 
edition of Mid-Atlantic Thoro¬ 
ughbred. The book chronicled 
the life of early 20th century 
champion Exterminator and 
the broader world in which 
he lived. It was the story of 
an unlikely hero—an off-bred, 
unattractive gelding nicknamed 
“Old Bones” for his gaunt, 
leggy appearance, who burst 
from nowhere to win 50 races, 
including the 1918 Kentucky 
Derby. Exterminator became 
a fan favorite, drawing enthusi¬ 
astic crowds wherever he went, 
and even appearing in early 
film newsreels. “McGraw is 
an elegant, accessible writer, 
and a thorough historian,” said 
lead judge Kay Coyte, former 
Washington /Vr/-Bloomberg 
News Service managing edi¬ 
tor and Eclipse Award-winning 
photographer. “Exterminator 
reads as smoothly as fiction 
and is a book that both racing 
fans and neophytes to the sport 
would enjoy.” 

McGraw became the sec¬ 
ond female author to take top 
honors in this competition, 
following 2010 winner Jaimy 
Gordon, who won for Eord of 
Misrule. Finalists for 2016 were: 
Barbara D. Livingston’s Old and 
New Friends , a coffee table vol¬ 
ume by racing’s premier pho¬ 


tographer; and Mark Shrager’s 
history The Great Sweepstakes of 
1877, A True Story of Southern 
Grit, Gilded Age Tycoons, and a 
Race That Galvanised the Nation. 
Both authors received $1,000 
checks along with crystal rep¬ 
licas of Castleton Lyons’ stone 
tower. A near-record number 
of entries were submitted for 
2016. 

Endorsed: In April, the 
Horse Racing Integrity Act 
sponsored by U.S. Congress¬ 
men Andy Barr and Paul 
Tonko, by Stronach Group 
founder Frank Stronach. The 
move adds the support of The 
Stronach Group tracks, includ¬ 
ing Maryland Jockey Club’s 
Laurel Park and Pimlico Race 
Course to the effort to enact 
federal legislation prohibit¬ 
ing the use of performance¬ 
enhancing drugs in racing. The 
legislation would put enforce¬ 
ment of such rules under 
the jurisdiction of the U.S. 
Anti-Doping Agency. In his 
endorsement, Stronach wrote 
“No race day medication is a 
giant step forward. I believe, in 
the long run, no race day medi¬ 
cation is better for the horses 
and for the industry. I feel the 
horse racing industry has an 


obligation to the horses and 
to the public to see horses run 
without medication to ensure 
the health and safety of both 
the horses and the jockeys.” 

Won: The 1,000th race 
of his career, jockey Trevor 
McCarthy, at Monmouth Park 
May 13. McCarthy guided 
Rainbow Heir to a repeat vic¬ 
tory in the Wolf Hill Stakes for 
owner/breeder New Farm and 
trainer Jason Servis. McCarthy, 
23, started riding in 2011. 
The Delaware native’s father 
Michael won 2,907 races while 
riding from 1982-2002. 

Produced: A three-minute 
instructional video that illus¬ 
trates the implantation of 
microchips, which became a 
condition of registration start¬ 
ing with foals born in 2017. 
The video is available at vimeo. 
com/212142590. 

Opened: Its annual auc¬ 
tion of books and artwork, 
including an original painting 
Beach Stone-Curlew (1964) by 
acclaimed painter Robin Hill 
and a rare painting and signed 
book combination by American 
artist William Schaldach, the 
National Sporting Library and 
Museum in Middleburg, Va. 


The auction makes dupli¬ 
cate titles available for purchase 
to members of the museum/ 
library. All proceeds support 
the care and maintenance of 
collections.

Bred by 
Elks tone Group and owned 
by Maryland resident Michael 
Lund Petersen, Mor Spirit won 
for the fifth time in his 12th 
start for trainer Bob Baffert. 
He earned $122,000 to get 
to $1,008,400 in a career that 
began in 2015. The son of 
Eskendereya and the Dixie 
Union mare Im a Dixie Girl 
won for the second time in 
three starts this year.

S eventeen Mid-Adantic-breds sold at 
the Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
April 2-year-olds in training sale in 
Ocala, Fla., April 25-28, grossing 
$2,134,000, for an average of $125,529. 
The sale’s overall average, a record, was 
$90,245. 

A Virginia-bred topped the regional 
offerings, bringing a final bid of $350,000 
from John Oxley. Bred by Jim and Katie 
Fitzgerald, the colt by Into Mischief out 
of Claire’s Song, by Unbridled’s Song, is 
from the family of champion Mashaallah 
and Grade 1 winner Folk Art. His second 
dam, Chimichurri, was a graded stakes 
winner. The colt had gone through the 
ring twice before as a yearling-selling for 
$65,000 at the Keeneland January sale, 
then for $90,000 to Randy Bradshaw at 
the Ocala August sale. Bradshaw was the 
consignor in April. 

The top-priced Mid-Atlantic-bred filly 
was bred in Pennsylvania by Blackstone 
Farm and sold for $320,000 to Narvick 
International late in the sale. Hip num¬ 
ber 1165, consigned by Woodford Thor¬ 
oughbreds, is a daughter of freshman 
sire Violence out of The Calypso Myth 
(by Leroidesanimaux-Brz), a half-sis¬ 
ter to graded stakes winner Midnight 
Cry. The chestnut also sold twice pre¬ 
viously—for $20,000 as a weanling at 
the Keeneland November sale, and for 
$35,000 at Keeneland’s September year¬ 
ling sale, where Woodford Sales made 
the purchase.

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Winton: Without Peer

S pring in Maryland annually brings talk of big timber, 
horses and all-time greats to compete in the My Lady’s 
Manor, Grand National and Maryland Hunt Cup races at 
Monkton, Butler and Glyndon respectively Each race is more 
than 100 years old, and has been won by the biggest names in 
American jump racing. 

Few, if any, rivaled Winton and his owner/trainer/rider 
Stuart Janney Jr. The Maryland-bred son of Army Remount 
stallion Belli Casus won the Grand National in 1941 at age 7. A 
year later, he became the first horse in history to win all three 
races in a single year—taking the Manor, Grand National and 
Hunt Cup. Like many sporting events, Maryland timber racing 
was halted for World War II and Winton stayed on the sidelines 
as Janney served in the Marine Corps (though Janney’s wife 
Barbara rode the timber great out foxhunting). Racing returned 
in 1946, and Winton simply went back to work—repeating his 
sweep of all three races. In 1947, Janney and Winton won a 
third Manor and retired the Maryland Hunt Cup challenge tro¬ 
phy with a third victory there. 

To date, only Jay Trump (1964) has been able to duplicate 
Winton’s sweep of all three timber classics in the same year.

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PENSIONER ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 
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B etty Moran’s Brushwood Stable has 
long been a formidable force at the 
sales. Headline-making purchases 
over the years have often topped seven 
figures. La Affirmed, second dam of sire 
Sky Mesa, went to $1.9 milli on in 1996. 
Her colt by Storm Cat sold for 
$5.5 million at the 2001 Keeneland 
September sale. More recendy Unrivaled 
Belle, now dam of leading California filly 
Unique Bella, was bought by Brushwood 
for $2.8 milli on in 2011, and resold for 
$3.8 million in 2016. 

But at Keeneland November in 1997, 
Moran went to $1.3 million to acquire a 
mare who, during her racing career, had 
been good to her at the betting windows. 

Market Booster was bred and raced by 
the late Walter Haefner’s famed Moyglare 
Stud. The former dairy farm in Maynooth, 
County Kildare, Ireland had fallen into 
disarray when Haefner purchased it in 
1962. He developed it into one of the 


top Thoroughbred nurseries in the world. 
Its iconic black, white and red silks were 
carried into winner’s circles internationally, 
including Belmont Park when Moyglare 
homebred Go and Go (Ire) won the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl in 1990. 

In 1989 Moyglare sent its mare Final 
Figure (Super Concorde) to Kentucky 
to be bred to Triple Crown champion 
Affirmed. While there, she delivered her 
foal by Green Dancer. 

Named Market Booster, the bay filly 
made her debut in Ireland at Galway in 
1991, winning as the favorite under Mick 
Kinane. Over the next three seasons, 
she raced throughout Europe under the 
tutelage of trainer Dermot Weld-all in 
stakes company. She enjoyed particular 
success at The Curragh, winning the 
Athasi Stakes, Group 2 Pretty Polly and 
Group 3 Meld over three months.. 

Weld sent her to Germany in 
1993 where she won the Bayerisches 


Zuchtrennen-Gl at Munchen. Other 
efforts at racing’s highest level included 
a second to Marling (Ire) in the 1992 
Irish 1,000 Guineas-Gl and two starts 
in France’s fabled Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe-Gl at Longchamp. 

She was the highweighted older mare 
her 4-year-old season in both Ireland 
and Germany at distances from 9A to 11 
furlongs. 

Moyglare shipped their mare to 
the United States late in 1993 and she 
finished ninth in the Yellow Ribbon 
Invitational-G1 at Santa Anita that 
November. Shifted to the barn of D. 
Wayne Lukas in 1994, her results were 
dismal for the first half of that year. 

Lukas shipped her to Belmont Park for 
the Sheepshead Bay Handicap-G3 in June. 
The East Coast apparently suited her; she 
won by a half-length over Irish Linnet, 
paying $44. After that, Lukas never sent 
her back to California. 
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More upper-case black type followed. Market Booster won 
the Long Island-G2 at Aqueduct and Keeneland’s Dowager and 
Grade 3 Bewitch Stakes. Moyglare Stud closed the book on her 
career after a Gulfstream Park allowance in January 1996, and 
she took her resume of 42-10-6-6 and $821,214 into retirement. 

Sent to leading sire Nureyev that spring, Market Booster 
foaled a filly in 1997. Named Gloriously Bright, she made two 
starts for Moyglare Stud in Ireland but never broke her maiden. 

Consigned by Eaton Sales at Keeneland November in 1997, 
Market Booster entered the ring in foal to Gone West—just one 
more reason Betty Moran was determined to take her home to 
her idyllic Brushwood in Pennsylvania. 

“Mrs. Moran loved to shop-she loved to get the headlines,” 
said long-time Brushwood manager Brooks Adams. “She had 
always liked Market Booster and had always followed her. She 
made a little bit of money on her when she was running, so 
when the mare went up for auction I think she was interested in 
her because of that. But she knows her pedigrees; she was pretty 
savvy herself. She knows horses.” 

A subtle understatement indeed, that. Market Booster’s 1998 
Gone West colt, Partners Choice, went on to sell for $2.5 million 
to B. Wayne Hughes and The Thoroughbred Corp. at Keeneland 
July in 1999. Bred back to Gone West in 1999, she foaled 
another colt, Mustaneer, in 2000. Sent to Keeneland in July 2001, 
he brought $700,000. Noble Cafe, by Seeking the Gold, sold for 
$600,000 at the Keeneland September sale in 2002. 

Market Booster produced her last foal, a filly by Bernstein, 
in 2010 before transitioning into the sweet life of a Brushwood 
pensioner. 

“Right now I’ve got four mares on a 30-acre pasture with two 
big sheds in it,” Adams said. 

Minkie, 20, Storm Beauty (the dam of Mid-Atlantic sire 
Buffum), 22, and 22-year-old Layounne find it hard to keep up 
with Market Booster. 

“She’s still running around like a 2-year-old,” Adams laughed. 
“She probably still beats all the horses out in the field. She’s one 
of the bosses. And she is the oldest. All she has to do is pin her 
ears an it’s like the parting of the Red Sea.” 

There was no ear pinning at three visitors in March, as Market 
Booster awoke from a late-morning nap, spied the photographer 
of the trio and arranged herself just so. Like a model-maybe it 
was the 10 win photos she’d posed for as a racehorse-the old 
mare took a few steps until she was in the sun, raised her head, 
walked over to Adams and presented the perfect subject. 

Although Betty Moran visits the barn less frequently these 
days, there was a time when Adams saw Brushwood’s matriarch 
every day. 

“Early on in the beginning when I started working for her, she 
was here every morning looking at her yearlings, her babies, her 
mares. Just on through the years it was very rare that she wasn’t 
out here at some point during the day. She and her friends would 
come over and they’d have little picnics outside the broodmare 
barn. They’d just enjoy their wine and cheese and watch the 
mares. I’d bring some out of the field for them occasionally.” 

Market Booster, not surprisingly, was always a favorite. 

“We’ve had her for 20 years now, and she’s always been very 
easy to deal with, just lovely to be around. She’s one of the classy 
mares. And she’s out here living happily ever after.” ^

Capps leaves 
impact behind 
in Maryland, 
beyond 


I wish I took notes —OK, more notes — 
every time I talked to Tim Capps. And 
I wish I could find them. The conver¬ 
sations were usually long, though not all 
that frequent and began with me needing 
a measured opinion on some racing thing 
or another. 

He would listen, patiently, think a bit 
and then answer. 

The answer pretty much always made 
common sense, covered all the bases and 
provided a solution that required give 
and take from both sides of whatever 
argument seemed impossible to solve 
at the time. The answer also probably 
sparked more questions, and pointed to 
a big-picture solution that might help the 


Thoroughbred industry thrive or grow in 
some unintentional way. 

I remember thinking Capps—who died 
in April at age 71 due to complications 
from a stroke-could have made a career 
out of being an ombudsman for a newspa¬ 
per, a politician (the good kind) or a college 
professor. His skill was in listening, and 
articulating an educated opinion. He loved 
ideas, but he loved ideas with direction, 
momentum and thought even more. 

Back then he was a big part of Maryland 
racing, first with the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association where he was the 
chief executive of the MHBA and Mary¬ 
land Million and the editor of the Maryland 
Horst and Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred maga¬ 
zines. He followed Rich Wilcke, who left 
the MHBA to join the University of Louis¬ 
ville College of Business faculty in 1995. 
Capps had worked in racing journalism, as 
editor and publisher of the Thoroughbred 
Record magazine. In his new job, he steered 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred s move to a 
monthly schedule and increased the maga¬ 
zine’s visibility beyond Maryland. Capps 
was editor when Don Clippinger won an 
Eclipse Award for magazine writing in 
1996. The story idea, about how television 
related to racing, more national than 
regional, belonged to Capps. He pitched it 
to Clippinger. 

I was just (barely) a freelance writer for 
the magazine then and was trying to make 
the newspaper Steeplechase Times come to 
life. I remember long conversations about 
racing journalism, and racing, with Capps. 
He always looked ahead. He thought the 
MHBA should dive more deeply into pub¬ 
lishing and regretted not just doing it. He’d 
pick my brain about our publication and 
where it was going (I had no idea). He 
was constantly thinking of book ideas 
and thought the MHBA could develop a 
publishing arm to rival any in racing. It 
never truly materialized, not like that any¬ 
way, but Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred remains 


one of the industry’s most successful print 
publications (two more Eclipse Awards 
for writing have followed) in a business 
climate that has seen the bankruptcy of 
Thoroughbred Times , the loss of racing cover¬ 
age in major daily newspapers and even the 
end of Steeplechase Times as a stand-alone 
publication. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred soldiers on. 
Any success the magazine has now leans 
heavily on its past, and Capps was a big 
part of that. 

After more than six years on the job 
with the MHBA, Capps left for a posi¬ 
tion as executive vice president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club thanks in part to 
his relationship with then track owner 
Joe De Francis. Times were turbulent, 
with slots legislation trying to get off the 
ground, and Capps-as ever-trying to be 
the voice of reason amid a grandstand full 
of opinions. 

His 2004 column on page 87 of this 
edition mentions the importance of “stew¬ 
ardship” of the Thoroughbred industry 
and how that stewardship connects to 
the various eras along the way. It’s still a 
fitting sentiment and ought to be manda¬ 
tory reading for anyone in the industry— 
Maryland, Kentucky, anywhere. 

When Wilcke became head of the 
Equine Business program at Louisville, he 
contacted Capps who became an executive 
in residence in 2006 and director of the 
program itself in 2011. Louisville’s gain 
was Maryland’s loss. 

While teaching courses in equine 
marketing, management and communi¬ 
cations, Capps frequently called on his 
Thoroughbred contacts as guest speakers 
and examples for students. I imagine some 
great lectures—with students firing ideas 
from all over the room and Capps steer¬ 
ing the conversation without really letting 
anyone know he was steering. 

He will be missed. %

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A Hunt Cup 
at long last 

Derwins Prospector delivers 
elusive triumph for owner Brewster

B ack when he taught ninth-grade government at Towson High, Gerry 
Brewster listened to a kid talk about horses. 

“I ride eventers, show horses, that kind of thing,” was how the 
kid put it. 

Brewster had a simple question, “Have you ever heard of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup?” 

“What’s the Maryland Hunt Cup?” 


When he recovered from the shock, 
Brewster took the kid to see the third and 
13th fences. “That’s the Maryland Hunt 
Cup,” said Brewster, who’d ridden in the 
race four times, semi-regularly started a 
horse in the race as an owner and car¬ 
ried around a family connection to North 
America’s oldest jump race going back to 
1911. Brewster himself had never won 
the race, however, and jokingly referred to 
himself as the “biggest loser” in its history 

And then even that kid from Towson 
High surpassed Brewster. 

James Stierhoff gave up eventing, 
switched to riding jump races and won 
the Hunt Cup aboard Twill Do in 2010 
and 2012-in a saddle he borrowed from 
Brewster. 

“When he first started riding point-to- 
points I gave him my old boots and my 
Bates saddle that I rode with in the Hunt 
Cup,” said Brewster, who teamed up with 


Balantic for four tries at the race-a fall, a 
second, a runout and a fourth from 1985- 
89. Eventually Stierhoff got his own boots, 
but kept Brewster’s saddle as a loaner. 

“I’m not giving you my saddle, I’m 
lending it to you,” Brewster told Stierhoff. 
“When you’re finished with it, you can give 
it back to me.” 

Then the saddle helped Stierhoff pro¬ 
duce two Hunt Cup wins and . . . Brewster 
couldn’t ask for it back. “I cannot possibly 
take it back from you,” he said. “You won 
the Hunt Cup in that saddle. I’m giving it 
to you. It’s now your saddle.” 

First run in 1894, the Hunt Cup tends 
to cultivate history. There are tales of luck, 
fate, ghosts and such running through 
almost every race. Surely, Brewster’s gen¬ 
erosity would get rewarded by the gods — 
someday. 

Five years and 11 Hunt Cup starts later, 
Brewster joined his saddle, student, great¬ 



grandfather, grandfather, aunt, two uncles 
and three cousins as Maryland Hunt Cup 
winners. 

Derwins Prospector upset the $100,000 
Hunt Cup as 2016 race winner Senior 
Senator and seven others failed to fin¬ 
ish the 4-mile, 22-fence course in the 
Worthington Valley near Glyndon April 
29. Trained by Joe Davies and co-owned 
by Adair Bonsai Stifel, the winner outfin- 
ished Drift Society (Ire) by three-quarters 
of a length in 9:46.20. Visiting French 
amateur Gonzague Cottreau rode Derwins 
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Prospector, who quadrupled his career 
earnings with the $60,000 payday. 

“There’s a lot of history here so it’s 
extra special to me,” said Brewster, clutch¬ 
ing the Hunt Cup challenge trophy and 
flipping through a mental checklist of con¬ 
nections between himself and the Hunt 
Cup. “It literally was the biggest thrill of 
my lifetime beyond compare because of 
the personal and family connections. I 
really wanted to do it for my family and for 
those who have gone before and given me 
the opportunity to do this. I almost feel like 
it was something I had to do.” 

The reasons are many and occupy more 
than Brewster’s mind. He’s got a list of his 
family’s connections to the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. This is only part of it: 

• Grandfather and namesake Gerry 
Leiper Jr. rode the winner (Pebbles) in 
1911. 

• Grandfather Daniel Brewster rode 
against Leiper in 1913 aboard Landmark 
and was third in 1914 with Mullinahone. 

• Great-grandfather B.H. Brewster Jr. 
owned 1919 winner Chuckatuck (who was 


second in 1917 and 1918) and several other 
starters. 

• Cousin Bill Martin owned 1936 win¬ 
ner Inshore. 

• Aunt Polly Denckla owned 1957 and 
1958 winner Ned’s Flying. 

• Uncle Walter Brewster had several 
rides, including a third with Cliftons Dan 
in 1948. 

• Uncle Tommy Smith won the race 
five times. 

• Cousin Duck Martin rode 1972 win¬ 
ner Early Earner. 

• Cousin Betty Weymouth owned 1974 
winner Burnmac. 

• Uncle and godfather Andre Brewster, 
who died in 2016, owned 1995 and 1997 
winner Buck Jakes as part of Arcadia 
Stable. 

What’s more, Gerry Brewster liter¬ 
ally grew up at the Hunt Cup. His par¬ 
ents Daniel and Carol Brewster owned 
Worthington Farms, home to the Hunt 
Cup since 1922, in the 1950s and 1960s. 
They sold their portion, south of Tufton 
Avenue where all but four of the fences 


are, to relatives Duck and Glennie Martin 
in the late 1960s. 

“This was my home, and I remember 
everything about the Hunt Cups in those 
years that we lived here,” he said. “I grew 
up here. We lived in that house over there 
by the barns.” 

Brewster’s father was a state delegate 
and later a United States Representative 
and Senator for Maryland who co-spon¬ 
sored the historic Civil Rights Act of 1964. 
An attorney, his son followed him into 
politics, also serving in the state House 
(1991-94) but losing bids for other offices 
including the U.S. Senate. Brewster’s politi¬ 
cal career ended in an election loss for U.S. 
Congress, and he shifted gears to become 
a public school teacher. He spent two years 
at Chesapeake High in Essex and five at 
Towson, where he taught Stierhoff and 
a young swimmer named Michael Phelps 
(who did not try to become a jump jockey). 

All along, Brewster kept up an interest 
in the Hunt Cup but he dove back in for 
real in 2013. Brands Hatch and Catch the 
Echo carried Brewster’s orange and black

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silks that year and again in 2014 (neither 
finished). In 2015, Spencer Road finished 
third, Catch the Echo was fifth and Brands 
Hatch lost his jockey. Last year, Derwins 
Prospector lost his jockey at the first fence, 
Catch the Echo at the 18th. 

“Going into today, I was the biggest 
loser in the history of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup,” he said. “Others have done it more 
times, but theyVe won. I had never won 
and 16 times is a record for someone to 
own a horse and never win the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. I looked it up.” 

Though it’s someone else’s title now, 
take Brewster’s word for it. He watched 
the 2017 race unfold in disbelief as the first 
six fences claimed six horses and Derwins 
Prospector hung tough. 

“I was honesfiy just hoping he was 
going to be OK,” Brewster said. “I never at 
any point from start to finish thought that 
we had a chance of winning. At no point 
did I think we had a chance at winning and 
that’s based on having tried 16 times. You 
just never even think about it.” 

A messy, but beautiful, race 

The race’s only two finishers were half 
of just four horses remaining (from 10 
starters) after six fences. Senior Senator 
fell and Great Halo refused at the third. 
Hampered by a loose Senior Senator, De 
Chera unseated his rider after landing over 
the third. Super Saturday refused at the 
fourth. Terko Service and Joshua G. fell at 
the sixth, the latter with world-class event 
rider Jennie Brannigan in her first Hunt 
Cup ride. Our Town (owned by Brewster) 
lost his rider at the 10th, leaving Derwins 
Prospector, Drift Society and Old Timer to 
navigate the final 2 miles. 

“After three jumps there was not a lot 
left and my horse just kept jumping,” said 
Cottreau. “I did not think that was a big 
field, that was quite a good field for the 
race course but I thought there were going 
to be more to finish and that was a bit of 
a change when we were the only three left. 
I just let my horse be confident and enjoy 
himself, just let him choose his pace. He 
was happy to jump with them.” 

Cottreau, a regular on the FEGENTRI 
international amateur jockey series and the 
jumps champion in 2016 and 2015, cred¬ 
ited his horse’s jumping ability even while 
knocking himself a bit for some minor 
mistakes. At several fences, Cottreau took 
one hand off the reins as his horse touched 
down-for balance, a little more margin of 
error, some flexibility if something went 
wrong. 

“I was calling the taxi a few times, that’s 
no good but my horse saved me,” he said 


with a laugh. “That’s me maybe not being 
confident enough in him. I should have 
been more confident in his jumping. You 
come closer to [the fences] and jump pretty 
high compared to Europe where you stand 
back more and don’t jump that height so I 
was a little bit unbalanced sometimes.” 

A maiden in nine starts over timber (and 
1-for-13 on the flat), Derwins Prospector 
wound up setting most of a modest pace, 
with Drift Society for company and Old 
Timer a few lengths back in third. There 
have been faster foxhunts through the 
Worthington Valley, but then a race devel¬ 
oped over the final mile. 

Derwins Prospector led over the 16th 
and 17th, but Old Timer outjumped his 
rivals at the 18th and the 19th. He flew the 
latter and took a quick, 3-length lead turn¬ 
ing toward the 20th. Derwins Prospector 
was faster there and regained the advantage 
crossing Tufton Avenue. Third in last year’s 
race, Drift Society followed on the inside as 
Old Timer drifted out. 

The trio reached the 21 st on even terms. 
Drift Society and Derwins Prospector 
stayed to the inside and jumped the tricky, 
leaning board fence (with a small brook 
on the landing side) together. Old Timer 
stayed wide, which can help set up a straight 
line to the 22nd and the stretch, jinked to 
his right just at the takeoff point and lost 
McLane Hendriks. Down to two, the race 
was tight to the last. Drift Society gained 
a slim lead leaving the second-last, but 
Cottreau shook up Derwins Prospector for 
one more push. He accelerated into the last 
and left with more urgency. Drift Society 
(Hadden Frost) answered the challenge 
at first, but Derwins Prospector stuck his 
head in front in mid-stretch and never 
yielded another inch. 

“Hadden was next to me and we were 
fighting upsides together,” Cottreau said. 
“I got the advantage a bit for the last one 
and my horse met the last fence on stride 
and it was a brilliant jump. He just kept 
going and we went for the finish. Thanks 
to my horse. He was very brave.” 

Watching from the hillside, Brewster 
nearly beat Derwins Prospector to the fin¬ 
ish line. 

“I was running full speed down the hill 
and I had no idea who won,” he said. “I 
was so proud of him. I never thought we 
were going to win. I just wanted him to 
get home. I would have been pretty darn 
happy just to see him get around safely. My 
angle was terrible so I had no idea.” 

Brewster asked outrider Cappy Jackson 
who won. She turned with a smile and said, 
“Gerry, you did.” 

And the biggest loser was a winner. 


“Nobody appreciates it more than 
Gerry,” said Davies. “It was a meaningful 
thing for him, you could tell.” 

The Road to the Hunt Cup 

Horses take a variety of paths to 
Maryland Hunt Cup glory, with the only 
common theme involving possession of 
enough stamina, smarts and jumping abil¬ 
ity to become a timber horse. They can 
be imports (winners have been born in 
England, Ireland, Argentina, Chile, New 
Zealand...). They can be homebreds who 
never set hoof outside Maryland (Moun¬ 
tain Dew). They can frequently be rejects 
from the flat world (Jay Trump is the most 
well known, but he’s got company). 

Derwins Prospector fits in there some¬ 
where. 

Bred in Kentucky by Patricia Lagden 
and Devi Hall, the son of Van Nistelrooy 
sold at Keeneland November for $14,000 
as a weanling in 2008. His purchaser, Rich 
Meyer, unknowingly set the Hunt Cup 
wheels in motion. Meyer, for a time the 
president of the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association, sent the chest¬ 
nut to trainer Tim Keefe, and Derwins 
Prospector finished fourth in his debut as 
a 2-year-old in October 2010. 

Sold privately by November, Derwins 
Prospector was at Penn National with 
trainer Linda Clement, then Hugh Poe and 
finally Charles “Snake” Frock. The horse’s 
only flat win came for Frock at Charles 
Town in July 2011, for a $6,500 claiming 
price at 37-1. He didn’t win again until the 
Hunt Cup almost six years later. 

Derwins Prospector made nine starts 
on the flat in 2011, the last a 10th for 
$4,500 at Laurel Park in November. The 
next year, the future Hunt Cup winner 
was running in point-to-points for owner/ 
trainer Lilli Kurtinecz. He failed to threat¬ 
en in two runs over hurdles, but was sec¬ 
ond over timber in September and caught 
the eye of Davies and his wife Blythe. 

Davies talked to Kurtinecz and went 
to see the horse, then training at Mike 
Hankin’s farm. In one of those twists 
that seem to flow through the Hunt Cup 
results, Hankin is a partner in Drift Society. 

“He was a little on the weedy side,” 
Davies said of his first impression. “But he 
reminded me of [2000 and 2003 Hunt Cup 
winner] Swayo. He wasn’t as robust, but he 
had a great jump about him.” 

Davies called a client, who agreed to 
buy the horse. Davies wrote a check and 
brought the horse home, only to be told 
something like you know, I don’t think 
we’re going to do it now.’ Enter Brewster. 
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The trainer sent an email in October 

2012 . 

“We really like this fellow and think he 
is a very cool Hunt Cup prospect. His first 
start as a 4-year-old was a couple of weeks 
ago at Blue Ridge [point-to-point] where 
he was beaten a head...” 

Brewster, who may have stopped read¬ 
ing at Hunt Cup prospect, sent a check for 
$10,000 and was in the game. 

“He’d been turned down by several 
people along the way,” said Davies, “and 
up until Hunt Cup Saturday at 4:10, every¬ 
body looked like they had made the right 
decision.” 

In 2013, Derwins Prospector was a 
regular on the timber circuit and in the 
foxhunting field. He got close here and 
there, but never looked like a real player 
in the division. His 2014 was pretty much 
the same, a little progress but no signs of 
greatness though Brewster did diversify 
by trading Stifel a half-interest in Derwins 
Prospector for a half-interest in her horse 
Pured It. 

Last year, Derwins Prospector teamed 
up with jockey Erika Taylor. They were 


third at Cheshire Point-to-Point and 
jumped around the Grand National course, 
but parted company at the first fence of 
the Hunt Cup—a result Davies blamed on 
himself. 

Under professional Gus Dahl, Derwins 
Prospector finished second at Potomac 
Point-to-Point last May, but a show-jump¬ 
ing clinic with Olympic silver medalist 
Greg Best also helped make a difference. 

“Greg Best really liked him and said, 
‘That is a nice horse,’” Davies said. “Then 
he ran well last fall [second and third in 
two maiden timber tries] and just made 
you think we were making some progress.” 

Davies’ assistant Ashton Williams rode 
Derwins Prospector with the Elkridge- 
Harford Hounds all winter, and also rode 
him in two point-to-point starts early in 
the year. 

“I always thought he felt like a Hunt 
Cup horse schooling and hunting and 
everything,” Davies said. “He’s got great 
scope, he can jump. He’s just not particu¬ 
larly fast. He should be good at something 
like the Hunt Cup. He just didn’t get a 


chance to realize it last year the way things 
unfolded.” 

This year unfolded differenfiy, thanks to 
Cottreau, better prep races and the various 
calamities affecting others in the race. 

Unlike his more brilliant stablemate 
Senior Senator, who won the 2016 Hunt 
Cup and got himself featured on 60 
Minutes this spring, Derwins Prospector is a 
relative saint around the Davies’ Monkton, 
Md., farm. He’s easy to ride, easy to work 
around and puts up with plenty—though 
jumping in and out of turnout paddocks is 
something of a specialty. 

“He does jump out of the field, but 
that’s not an unusual thing here,” said 
Davies a week after the win. “The day 
after the Hunt Cup he jumped out of our 
big open field in front, and he jumped a 
metal gate in front of [daughter] Scarlett 
and her friends one day. If we tried harder 
our horses wouldn’t jump out as much and 
if it makes them happy it’s a good thing. 
We’re way back off the road, they never go 
anywhere.” ^

A.year after DO, Senior Senator 
storms to Grand National win

I n 2016, on the historic timber course at Butler, Md., Senior Senator 
acted like a juvenile delinquent and interfered with two rivals before 
galloping off to a lopsided win only to be disqualified for the infrac¬ 
tion more than a half-mile from the finish. 

Of course, he vaulted out of that performance to win the Maryland 
Hunt Cup a week later, become something of a steeplechase celebrity and 
even get the attention of the national media. 

Flip the calendar ahead a year, on the went all dignified — putting together a 
same Butler course, and Senior Senator polished, professional effort to win the 


$30,000 Grand National for Skip and Vicki 
Crawford, trainer Joe Davies and jockey 
Eric Poretz April 22. The victory came 
the day before the horse was the center- 
piece of a feature with Charlie Rose on 60 
Minutes , where Senior Senator’s climb from 
flat-racing rogue to timber-racing star was 
on full display 

The Grand National was, in a word, 
grand once the running began. Senior 
Senator broke behind the field and jumped 
the first two fences in last. By the sixth, 
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he was at his customary spot on the lead 
before coming back to Poretz and settling 
in third behind Raven’s Choice and Terko 
Service. Five fences from home, Raven’s 
Choice reclaimed the lead, followed by 
Serene Harbor and Senior Senator mixing 
it up with Super Saturday and Old Timer. 
Senior Senator advanced to third heading 
to the second-last, matched strides with 
Raven’s Choice coming to the last, got a 
bigger jump there and won by a comfort¬ 
able IV2 lengths over the late-running Old 
Timer on a rain-drenched day. 

“I wish he could have been a litde bit 
more settled, but there was a lot of traf¬ 
fic in and out,” said Poretz. “He really 
responded to everything well this year. 
I made sure he was clear for the turns 
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Like many spring timber horses to 
come before him, Senior Senator trains 
with April in mind. Davies battles some 
hoof issues, and credited blacksmith David 
Landolfi for his work this year, but other¬ 
wise concentrates on finding the right bal¬ 
ance between happiness and fitness with 
the 7-year-old. 

“We train this horse for the entire year 
and we are trying to deliver two six-min¬ 
ute races and one eight-and-half or nine- 
minute race,” Davies said of a point-to- 
point start (Elkridge-Harford), the Grand 
National and the Hunt Cup. “And that’s 
a fair bit of pressure. They’re your only 
chances. He’s matured a lot, but it’s a pro¬ 
cess. Getting him to the races in the trailer 
is a major production. Once he’s here, set¬ 
tling him and getting him to be reviewed 
by the vet and just keeping him somewhat 
controlled is a big part of it. Then you’ve 
got the race.” 

It all worked to perfection at the Grand 
National. 

Class Brahms wins bob 
in allowance timber 

While De Cher a and Poretz fought for 
his spot up front in the $20,000 allowance 
timber, Class Brahms and Mark Beecher 
bided their time well back in a field of 
12—saving ground, picking away at their 
fences and waiting, always waiting. 

Four fences from the finish, Beecher 
produced his horse, who leapt to the front 
without really working. He cut the slightly 
right-handed corner to the second-last 
with a lead and set sail, only to be met 
by a re-energized De Chera at the last. 
From there it was a slugfest. De Chera, a 
half-brother to Belmont Stakes-Gl winner 
Da’ Tara and once a track record holder 
at Laurel Park, punched. Class Brahms, 
whose two starts on the flat were about as 
bad as it gets, punched back. 

They hit the wire together and nei¬ 
ther jockey dismounted after pulling up. 
Neither hazarded a guess at the result 
either. The photo finish camera called it a 
neck, but it looked closer as Class Brahms 
won his first timber race for Rosbrian 
Farm and trainer Tara Elmore since mak¬ 
ing the conversion from hurdles in 2013. 

Beecher loved his horse’s effort. 

“Normally you know a little bit, I didn’t 
know,” said Beecher of the result. “It’s so

because he gets a bit feisty and will fight 
with you. He really jumped well especially 
for the first time running on the soft. He’s 
always had hard ground in his other races.” 

Davies echoed those sentiments, about 
horse and jockey. 

“The most positive thing for me on 
the day was he seemed comfortable in 
amongst horses,” said the trainer. “Last 
year here, I was disappointed he got taken 
down but it wasn’t a smooth performance 
by him. This was. He looked like a race¬ 
horse that can get a little bit tough but it 
wasn’t anything like last year. They looked 
like they’ve both matured, they jumped 
great. They were in traffic and did it nicely. 
That’s exciting to me.” 


Bred in Pennsylvania by Charles McGill, 
Senior Senator has been exciting from the 
start including a seven-start fiat career (five 
with Flint Stites and two with Davies) with 
zero wins but loads of bucked-off jockeys 
and post-parade delays. Davies and his 
wife Blythe claimed the son of Domestic 
Dispute in May 2013 based on size, scope, 
stride and potential. It took awhile, but 
the possibilities came true. Senior Senator 
crossed the finish line first or second in 
his first six timber starts under National 
Steeplechase Association sanction includ¬ 
ing a 2014 maiden win at the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup, seconds in the Manor and 
Grand National in 2015, the disqualifica¬ 
tion at the Grand National and the Hunt 
Cup win in 2016.

weird here. You’re on the side of a hill, 
the rain is pushing you to the other side 
or it feels like it is and you couldn’t see 
much. To be fair, there didn’t deserve to 
be a loser in that race. I wasn’t there two 
strides before the wire, and I might have 
pushed his head down at the right time. 
He’s so genuine. He listened to me and I 
got breathers into him when I could. A few 
other horses were a bit keen early and that 
will slow you down in the end here.” 

Class Brahms was bred in Virginia by 
Mede Cahaba Stable and Stud. The son 
of Brahms won twice over hurdles for 
his breeder and trainer Lilith Boucher and 
got claimed by his current connections for 
$20,000 in 2012. 

Ex-Magee runner wins finale 

Kieron Magee doesn’t know it, but 
he trains timber horses. For the second 
consecutive week in Maryland, a former 
Magee runner picked up a timber win. 
This time it was Mystic Strike, who won a 
$5,000 claimer at Charles Town for Magee 


in December 2014 before being purchased 
privately by jump trainer Todd McKenna. 

The 8-year-old son of Smart Strike 
rallied from well back in a field of eight 
to take the $15,000 allowance for appren¬ 
tice jockeys. Owned by Upland Partners, 
Mystic Strike was last of eight with less 
than a mile to go but charged through the 
stretch to win by 314 lengths over Where’s 
the Beef with Hill Tie third. Annie Yeager 
rode the winner, who broke his maiden last 
spring at Winterthur, for McKenna. 

“I follow Kieron because I like what he 
claims,” said the trainer. “Annie saw where 
he had a (high) speed rating back when he 
won on the flat in Florida. Then he was 
running pretty cheaply and had been with 
a few different trainers (David Jacobson, 
Linda Gaudet, Dane Kobiskie and finally 
Magee).” 

McKenna called Magee and asked if 
Mystic Strike was for sale, gave up a 
Saturday of fox hunting to take a look, 
liked what he saw and put a new horse on 
the trailer. 


“At first he said he wanted 15 (thou¬ 
sand),” McKenna said with a laugh. “I liked 
the horse and talked him down. He didn’t 
have to sell him. He was running OK at the 
time, but he’d run through his conditions 
some—he was a non-winner of four run¬ 
ning for $5,000.” 

Now he’s a timber horse. For McKenna 
and Upland, the 8-year-old has won four 
times-twice in NSA races and twice in 
point-to-points. 

Mystic Strike raced on the flat for 
breeder Peter Vesgo and trainer Phil 
Gleaves, winning the third start of his 
life (2012) by 14 lengths at Calder. The 
bay won again in 2013, but started 2014 
for a $50,000 claiming price for Jacobson 
in March at Aqueduct. The Florida-bred 
slid through the levels — $32,000, $20,000, 
$14,000, $10,000, $5,000-by the end of 
that year. In what amounted to be a send- 
off to a new career, Mystic Strike won his 
flat-racing finale going lVu miles at Charles 
Town in December 2014. The distances 
have tripled, but he’s still winning. ^

Lemony Bay thrives on course 
to win My Lady's Manor timber

S pectating at the My Lady’s Manor timber meet brings its challenges. 
Mobility helps. Binoculars are a must. And a course map can’t hurt, 
because the looping, meandering, hill-climbing 3 miles would chal¬ 
lenge Magellan. 

The jockeys have a completely different view. 


“It’s fun,” said Jeff Murphy, who won 
the 2017 race aboard Lemony Bay (GB) 
April 15. “It’s like a really fun cross-coun¬ 
try course. Nothing tricky about it. I’ve 
been around it enough times to know there 
are places that you need to know about but 
I think it’s a good course. I was walking it 
and said Td love to run one of my maiden 
horses here.’ There’s no maiden race for 
professionals here or I would. I love the 
course.” 

Murphy and Lemony Bay put on a clin¬ 
ic in the $30,000 My Lady’s Manor timber 
stakes, stalking pacemaker Grand Manan 
early in a field of five that also included the 
Maryland Hunt Cup-bound Drift Society 
(Ire), stakes winner Le Chevalier and for¬ 
mer timber champion Foyle. The small 
field looked disappointing to the program 
printer, but the five runners were the right 
runners. Combined, they’d won 16 timber 
races. 

The pace was quick, though Grand 
Manan never got away from Lemony Bay 


who was followed by Drift Society, a reluc¬ 
tantly covered-up Le Chevalier and Foyle. 
Grand Manan, twice a stakes winner last 
fall and 5-for-7 over timber for trainer Billy 
Meister going in, stayed up top throughout 
until finally looking vulnerable as the field 
turned the corner toward the stretch. Two 
fences from home, Murphy let Lemony 
Bay emerge from the second spot and take 
on the leader. 

“Jumping the third-last, I felt like I had 
a lot of horse,” said Murphy, aboard for 
the first time. “I just hoped we didn’t get 
there too soon. I was taking my time, but 
I had to commit because I was going so 
well.” 

Grand Manan tried to answer the chal¬ 
lenge between the final two fences, but 
Drift Society emerged as the real threat. He 
drew alongside coming to the last fence, 
only to see Lemony Bay respond again and 
pull clear by a length to win for the fourth 
time in six timber starts while setting a 
course record of 5:51.80 for 3 miles. 


“I knew from watching the videos he 
finds plenty,” said the jockey. “In Georgia 
[last November] he was in front going to 
the last and found a load [to turn back 
Zanclus] and when the other horse came 
back to him today he found more. He’s a 
lovely ride.” 

The first two finishers completed a 
sweep for owner Bruton Street-US and 
trainer Jack Fisher. Off to a quick start 
with three wins and $93,900 earned 
through April, Bruton is a partnership of 
Mike Hankin, Charlie Noell and Charlie 
Fenwick. Like many of their horses, 
Lemony Bay is an import with form. 
He won two National Hunt flat races 
and a novice handicap chase for trainer 
Oliver Sherwood through 2015. The son 
of Overbury (Ire) and the Roberto mare 
Lemon’s Mill won three times and placed 
second twice in five starts over timber in 
2016. 

Frost doubles 
in American debut 

Back in 1990 and 1991, English jump 
jockey Jimmy Frost landed two runnings 
of the Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase with 
Morley Street (Ire), one of the great 
European hurdlers of all-time. He won two 
American Eclipse Awards, but also cap-

tured England’s Champion Hurdle in 1991 
and two editions of the Aintree Hurdle. 
More than two decades later, Frost’s son 
Hadden won his first two American rides 
aboard Doc Cebu and Naturally Won in 
maiden timber races at the Manor. 

The younger Frost was riding his first 
races in two years, after retiring as an 
English professional in 2015. He rode 
mainly for David Pipe, before giving it 
up to pursue show jumping, eventing, 
breaking/training and a saddlery business. 
Contacted by Richard Pittman this spring 
about riding as an amateur in the U.S., 
Frost jumped at the chance. 


“I had a good career,” Frost said. “I 
wasn’t quite name in the stars, but I had a 
good career. I’ve been doing show jumpers 
and sport horses at home now and it just 
worked out that I was able to come over.” 

Second in his timber debut with Drift 
Society in the opener, Frost went one bet¬ 
ter with Doc Cebu in the second. 

The 7-year-old Hard Spun gelding, 
whose flat career with trainer Kieron 
Magee ended in a $4,500 claimer, won 
two hurdle races last fall and added the 
Manor’s maiden timber to improve to 
3-for-3 over jumps. Doc Cebu won four 
races and just shy of $100,000 on the 


flat, and looked like a suitable prospect 
to owner Charlie Fenwick and his brother 
Bruce, who knows Magee and takes layups 
and other horses for the Maryland-based 
flat trainer. Doc Cebu ran at Charles Town 
in late November 2015, was offered by 
Fenwick in the Go Jump Racing sale last 
spring (no bids) and made his hurdle debut 
at Virginia Fall in October. He won for a 
$15,000 claiming price and added a 115 
handicap at Montpelier next out. 

Timber came next and he handled 
six rivals while leading throughout at 
the Manor. He won by AVz lengths over 
Handsome Hoyt with Durer third. 
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At the 13th fence in the John Rush Street maiden timber, Doc Cebu (left) leads Out Playing and 
Touchdowntony. The 7-year-old won for the third time in three starts as a steeplechaser. 


“Because of what he did on the flat, I 
just thought that if I could get him back to 
his best I might have a pretty nice horse,” 
said Fenwick, who did the early prep work 
before sending Doc Cebu to Fisher. “Buck 
Jakes (a two-time Maryland Hunt Cup win¬ 
ner) had a similar record on the flat (four 
races and about $65,000) .” 

Fenwick also remembered how well 
Buck Jakes responded to farm life, jump¬ 
ing and cross-country work rather than the 
racetrack training. Doc Cebu might not 
ever be Buck Jakes, but he’s doing OK so 
far even if the winning streak ended in late 
April at the Queen’s Cup. 

“A horse like that allows you the luxury 
of having hopes and dreams,” Fenwick 
said. “And if you’ve got hopes and dreams, 
you can hang in there for a while.” 

One race later, Frost was in the win¬ 
ner’s circle again as he guided Northwood 
Stable newcomer Naturally Won in another 
$15,000 maiden timber. The New York- 
bred sat second behind Gas Can Eddie 
most of the way and avoided disaster when 
the leader veered right and ultimately off 
course at the 13th fence. Gas Can Eddie 
wound up leaping the right wing and losing 
Bethany Baumgardner in a small wooded 
area adjacent to the course. Naturally Won 
cleared the errant leader’s hip, stayed on 
course but was shuffled back to third 
behind Kings Apollo (GB) and Tango 
Rhythm. Kings Apollo led over the next 
two, but had company from Naturally Won 
who flew the second-last, landed with a 
slight lead at the last and held off the late 
charge of Spirit of Shankly (GB) to win by 
a length with Aquies third. 

Naturally Won came into the Manor 
off a win at Old Dominion Point-to-Point 
(with Dowling aboard). The 5-year-old 
gelding lost three flat starts for Bruce 
Brown in 2014 and won a hurdle race for 
Dowling last spring. Timber was always the 
goal with the son of Afleet Alex. 

“He’s lovely, everybody’s favorite,” said 
Dowling. “His biggest thing is the brain he 
has. He’s so easy to ride and so nice to be 
around. He does whatever you want.” 

Naturally Won races without Lasix due 
to a reaction caused by dehydration and 
abnormal electrolyte levels. 

“I fancied him [in his hurdle debut last 
April] and he ran terrible,” said Dowling. 
“He had a reaction to his Lasix, they call 
it the thumps, but we got him through it 
and he ran without Lasix at Willowdale 
and he won. I talked to my vet and they 
said, 'Don’t do anything. Just don’t give 
him Lasix and see what happens,’ and it’s 
worked. He’s much better without it.” 


Batoff, Class Indian 
seize the day in finale 

Sometimes, you get reminders that life 
is short, unpredictable and comes with 
few guarantees. Justin Batoff’s reminder 
arrived in February when his friend Alex 
Wooden died of a brain aneurysm at age 
30. 

Four days later, after saying he was 
going to skip the spring timber season, 
Batoff bought a horse. And two months 
after that, Batoff was standing in the win¬ 
ner’s circle with Class Indian—thinking 
about Wooden. 

“The horse I rode last season had an 
injury and I had decided I wasn’t going to 
ride races this year,” said Batoff. “I wasn’t 
in the market for a horse, just figured I’d 
gallop out in the mornings and I wasn’t 
even thinking about it.” 

Then Wooden died and Batoff took 
stock. 

“Life’s short. I love this. I should do it,” 
he told himself. 

Dowling figured timber veteran Class 
Indian, then with trainer Ted Thompson 
in Tennessee, would suit and Batoff had 
himself a spring horse. Bred in Virginia by 
Mede Cahaba Stable and Stud, Class Indian 
did the rest. The 10-year-old Waquoit geld¬ 
ing went right to the front in the amateur/ 
apprentice allowance timber, opened a 
massive lead, and never yielded. He won 
by 514 lengths over On the Corner with 
Whatdidyousee third. 



Import Hadden Frost won two races. 

“It wasn’t how I planned it,” said Justin 
of the front-running tactics. “I was plan¬ 
ning on sitting in the garden spot and 
getting a nice lead around there, but we 
ended up in front and I felt like we were 
traveling well so I was just going to go for 
it. I wanted to see if he could stay and he 
did. I saw this as a good race to get to know 
each other a bit.” 

He paid full credit to Dowling, a coach 
as much as a trainer. 

“Nobody works harder than Willie,” 
said Justin, who balances some race riding 
with his career as an attorney in Baltimore. 
“Not only does he have to train the horse, 
he has to train me. He’s a good amateur- 
jockey trainer. He pays attention not only 
to the horse, but also to the rider. He’s like 
a big brother.” 

Dowling, who matched his 2016 vic¬ 
tory total in one day, was just as proud of 
Batoff and Class Indian.

Imperative exits California to win 
second Classic in four tries

I mperative has proved to be a horse for 
the course—and a horse for the lucrative 
Charles Town Classic. 

His most recent effort at Hollywood 
Casino at Charles Town Races, coupled 
with a victory in the Poseidon Handicap 
in January at Gulfstream Park, has led his 
connections to keep the longtime Southern 
California-based gelding racing on the East 
Coast this year. It’s part of a plan that 
worked to perfection before and during 
the $1.25 milli on Charles Town Classic 
April 22. 

Imperative, by Bernardini out of the 
Caller I. D. mare Call Her, entered the 
Grade 2 Classic with $2,241,135 in earn¬ 
ings. By late afternoon on a rainy Saturday 
in West Virginia, Imperative’s bankroll 
stood at $2,973,135 thanks to the $732,000 
winner’s share of the $1.25 million purse. 

Imperative first visited Charles Town 
in 2014 and upset heavy favorite Game 
On Dude in the Classic, then worth $1.5 
million, at 25-1. A year later Imperative fin¬ 
ished second in the Classic behind Moreno 
at 31-1. In 2016 he was back again, but 
checked in fourth at 3-1. 

When Ron Paolucci’s Loooch Racing 
Stables and John Guerneri’s Imaginary 
Stables purchased Imperative private¬ 
ly from KM Racing Enterprise and JK 
Racing Stable this year, the immediate 
goal was a fourth attempt in the Classic. 
A disappointing effort—he was defeat¬ 
ed by 22 lengths—in the Grade 1 Santa 
Anita Handicap March 11 following the 
Poseidon win for his new connections 
didn’t alter those plans. 

Paolucci, an Ohio native who grew 
up going to the racetrack with his father, 
didn’t take any chances in the Classic. He 
entered three horses-the other two were 
War Story and Cautious Giant-in a move 
designed to ensure a contested pace, and 
that’s how it turned out. 

Cautious Giant, claimed for $62,500 
from his last start at Santa Anita Park, 
was gunned from the gate in the lVs-mile 
Classic and applied serious pressure on 
favored Stanford, last year’s winner, who 
broke from the rail. Stanford poked a head 
in front after three-quarters of a mile but 


the duel took its toll on the sloppy, sealed 
racing surface. 

Matt King Coal and War Story got the 
jump on Imperative as the leaders faded, 
but Imperative, under Javier Castellano, 
rallied widest of all to nail a determined 
Matt King Coal by a neck at the wire in 
a pedestrian 1:53.05 for the distance by 
Charles Town Classic standards. War Story 
was a neck behind in third; Stanford did 
well to hold for fifth. 

The outspoken Paolucci, dressed in 
a sweat suit, danced around the winner’s 
circle minutes after Imperative’s 5-1 score. 
And it had nothing to do with the rain. 

“The big key for him is getting him 
away from California,” Paolucci said. “[The 
surfaces] are hard and not good for him 
to train on. He runs there on all heart. I 
think we’re going to have a good campaign 
with him this summer out here on the East 
Coast, and I think if you look at every race 
he has run outside of California, he has 
been dynamite.” 

The 7-year-old has made six starts away 
from the Golden State—the four Charles 
Town runs, the win at Gulfstream this year 
and a 2014 start in Japan. He’s got three 
wins and a second. 

The plan, at least as of late April, was to 
try deeper East Coast waters. Paolucci has 
circled the Grade 1 Metropolitan Handicap 
June 10 at Belmont Park on the calendar 
for Imperative; the owner’s early handicap¬ 
ping has led him to believe the 1-mile test 
will be loaded with early-speed types that 
could set things up for the gelding, who 
was bred in Kentucky by Glencrest Farm 
and Darley. 

Loooch wouldn’t say how much he and 
his partner paid for Imperative, but he sug¬ 
gested they’re already in the black. 

Trainer Bob Hess Jr., who made the 
trip from California, said the strategy for 
the Classic included a stop in Lexington, 
Ky., where Imperative trained on the syn¬ 
thetic five-eighths-mile training track at 
Keeneland. The Charles Town track is 
three-quarters of a mile in circumference. 

“I love the surface [at Charles Town],” 
Hess said, “and I don’t mean wet or not 
wet either. It looks like a really kind surface 
and the banks on the turns are superb. I 


think a big key was Ron [Paolucci] allowing 
us to take him to Keeneland and train him 
on the synthetic there-it’s a really kind 
surface, which is what this horse needs. He 
needs Gulfstream, he needs these soft East 
Coast tracks.” 

Paolucci, whose first racehorse was 
a $3,000 claiming trotter at Northfield 
Park near his hometown of Akron, Ohio, 
reflected on the Classic results and recalled 
making regular trips with his father to 
Thistledown near Cleveland and Waterford 
Park—now Mountaineer—in the nearby 
Northern Panhandle of West Virginia. 

“This whole life is about family and 
my dad [Ron Paolucci Sr.], who isn’t doing 
real well,” Paolucci said. “I wish he could 
be here. That’s the toughest part. I know 
he’s watching from home and I know how 
proud he is of me. Like most kids, all you 
want to do is please your parents, and my 
dad gets so much joy out of the races.” 

Banner Classic Day 

The Classic program was loaded with 
eight other stakes or handicaps, and the 
big winner as far as numbers go was trainer 
Jorge Navarro, who recently shipped many 
members of his stable north from Florida 
to Monmouth Park to prepare for the New 
Jersey track’s meet that began in mid-May. 

Navarro, who trains War Story, ear¬ 
lier on the card won with his other three 
entrants. 

Monster Racing Stable’s 6-year-old 
Smart Strike gelding Shaft of Light won 
the $50,000 Russell Road Stakes at 7 fur¬ 
longs; A1 and Michelle Crawford’s El Deal, 
a 5-year-old horse by Munnings, captured 
the $35,000 Caixa Eletronica Handicap at 
4V 2 furlongs; and Phillip Sagan’s Mia Torri 
won the second-richest race of the day, the 
$100,000 Sugar Maple Stakes presented by 
CANTER West Virginia at 7 furlongs. 

The latter victory was particularly sweet 
for the owner, as Mia Torri, a 4-year-old 
General Quarters filly, just missed winning 
the Grade 3 Charles Town Oaks last year in 
her only other local outing. Mia Torri this 
year won the Sunshine Millions Distaff 
and finished a decent fourth in the Grade 
2 Inside Information Stakes at Gulfstream. 

West Virginia-breds were well repre¬ 
sented by four state-bred stakes, and as 
usual, so was leading trainer Jeff Runco, 
who owns Coleswood Farm with his wife, 
Susan. Two members of his stable made 
their 2017 debuts and came away with 
victories as they embark on the customary

path toward the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics in early October. 

Coleswood Farm’s Slip the Cable, win¬ 
ner of the $500,000 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic last October, returned to win the 
$50,000 Confucius Say Stakes with front¬ 
running ease under regular rider Arnaldo 
Bocachica. Runco had Slip the Cable, a 
5-year-old homebred by Midshipman, 
gelded after his 2016 campaign, and he 
sported a series of bullet works at Charles 
Town in preparation for the new season. 

Slip the Cable, who won for the eighth 
time in 13 starts, is approaching $400,000 
in earnings. He benefited from the scratch 
of Charitable Annuity, a 12-time winner 
who won the 2015 West Virginia Breeders 
Classic for owner Mark Russell. 

In the $50,000 Original Gold Stakes 
for fillies and mares, 2016 West Virginia 


Breeders Classics Distaff winner Spa 
Creek ran her off-track record to three 
wins in three starts for Coleswood and 
partner David Raim. Spa Creek, a 7-year- 
old Smoke Glacken mare bred by Rutledge 
Farm, now has 10 wins in 30 starts for 
Runco. 

NOTES: Aided by the success of the 
Classic program, Charles Town established 
a record for wagering in a month as the 
$162,021 bet per race in April became 
the new single-month benchmark in the 
near 84-year history of the track. The 
$162,021 figure outpaced the prior record 
of $153,083 per race set in April 2015 by 
nearly 6 percent. The Classic card turned 
out the fourth largest single card handle 
in its history, while between March 11 
and April 15, Charles Town produced the 


third longest streak in track history of 
all-sources handles topping $1 million as 
the track strung together 20 consecutive 
programs hitting seven figures. Charles 
Town set annual records for handle per 
race in 2015 and 2016 . . . The Classic was 
televised on Fox Sports 2 with produc¬ 
tion and on-air work from the New York 
Racing Association . . . Loooch Racing 
Stables moved into the top spot on the 
Penn Gaming Racing Challenge, ahead of 
Ken and Sarah Ramsey, which connects 
major races at Penn National Gaming 
tracks through a points system. While 
Loooch led the owners, Mike Maker and 
Jose Ortiz were atop the trainer and jockey 
scoreboards, respectively. Penn National 
hosts the next stop on the challenge with 
the rich Penn Mile-G2 card June 3. ^

Success Rice 

Strong local string pushes trainer 
into tie with Magee for championship

N ew York-based trainer Linda Rice’s 
relatively recent decision to send 
more horses to Maryland paid off 
with a share of the Laurel Park training 
championship as the track wrapped up its 
56-day winter/spring meet May 7. 

Rice recorded at least one win on 19 of 
the 28 days where she ran horses, winning 
multiple races on the same card eight times 
to finish with 27 wins—tied with Kieron 
Magee for the championship. Rice had a 
streak of six consecutive wins between 
March 25 and April 7, and ended the meet 
on a four-race win streak to overtake Magee 
and Claudio Gonzalez. Magee claimed the 
tie with a win on the final day. 

The meet statistics were staggering for 
Rice, whose horses won at a 53-percent 


clip (27-for-51) and finished in the top 
three 40 times (78 percent). She also led 
all trainers in purses earned with $836,430, 
with Gonzalez second at $693,653. 

The Laurel crown was the sixth train¬ 
ing title for Rice and first outside of New 
York. She became the second woman 
to lead the trainer standings in Laurel’s 
106-year history and second consecutive 
following Mary Eppler, who captured the 
2016 fall meet championship that ended 
Dec. 31. 

Among Rice’s victories, two came in 
stakes—High Ridge Road in the Barbara 
Fritchie-G2 and Matt King Coal in the 
Harrison E. Johnson Memorial. 

“We were kind of surprised at first that 
we were in the running, but I grew up 


in Pennsylvania and spent my childhood 
there and my father raced at Laurel, so it’s 
pretty cool to share a training title there,” 
Rice said. “We got some good results 
there. Clearly my horses have liked the 
track, liked the configuration of the track 
as well, and because of that I continued to 
run horses there. Since then I have a string 
stabled down there now, and I think it’s a 
good addition to my New York business.” 

Magee, Maryland’s leading trainer in 
annual wins since 2014, trailed Rice by one 
win heading into the final card with two 
chances to tie. He finished off the board 
with Tambourin in the sixth before Miss 
Swisher’s dominating victory in the eighth. 
Magee topped the winter-spring meet with 
128 starts, and has won or shared seven 
individual meet titles in Maryland. 

“I’m thrilled to tie. I couldn’t be happi¬ 
er,” Magee said. “We came into the meet 
slow. For three or four weeks we were sort 
of dead in the water and then we sort of 
picked it up and things turned around. We 
claimed some horses, made some good ones 
and some bad ones, but that’s the game.” 

Jockey Trevor McCarthy finished with 
an 11-win advantage over runner-up 
Horacio Karamanos, 67-56, to earn a sixth 
individual meet title in Maryland, where he 
ended the year with the most victories in 
2014 and 2016. 

Four of McCarthy’s championships 
have come at Laurel Park including last 
year’s winter/spring meet. McCarthy ended 
the Laurel meet with 996 career victories. 

Among McCarthy’s wins were seven 
stakes: the Fire Plug (Imperial Hint), 
Marshua (Star Super), Frank Whiteley Jr. 
(High Roller), Nellie Morse and Maryland 
Racing Media (Winter), Miracle Wood (O 
Dionysus) and Dahlia (Danilovna-Ire). 

“It was a super meet. My agent, Scott 
Silver, did an awesome job. We’re a good 
team,” McCarthy said. “We work well 
together and we’ve had a lot of success, 
so I want to thank him and thank all the 
trainers. I really rode for some good outfits 
this meet.” 

TWISTED TOM WINS TESI0 

Cobra Farm’s Twisted Tom raced in 
contention from the start, took command 
on the far turn and thwarted a strong chal¬ 
lenge from O Dionysus in mid-stretch 
before pulling away to a 2%-length win in 
the $125,000 Federico Tesio Stakes April 22. 

The 36th running of the Tesio for 
3-year-olds at 1/smiles was one of five 
stakes worth $475,000 in purses on the 
11-race program. For the second straight

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year, the Tesio was a “Win and You’re In” 
event for Triple Crown-nominated horses 
to the 142nd Preakness Stakes-Gl at his¬ 
toric Pimlico Race Course. Twisted Tom is 
not Triple Crown-nominated, leaving the 
Tesio invitation unaccepted. 

Twisted Tom ran his win streak to three 
races in the Tesio with his second straight 
stakes victory, following the Private Terms 
March 18 at Laurel, where he came flying 
on the far outside with a steady late run to 
nip favored O Dionysus by a nose. 

The Tesio was much less dramatic for 
the New York-bred son of Creative Cause 
trained by Chad Brown for Klaravich 
Stables and William Lawrence. Jockey 
Feargal Lynch settled him in the clear rac¬ 
ing three wide stalking pacesetter Hashtag 
Alex. Twisted Tom wrested the lead from 
Action Everyday after 6 furlongs as O 
Dionysus rolled up on the far outside. The 
two raced on even terms to the eighth 
pole until Twisted Tom edged away to 
win in 1:53.60 over a sloppy and sealed 
main track. O Dionysus was a clear second 
ahead of Action Everyday. 

“He ran terrific and Feargal really rode 
him well once again. They’re a great team, 
those two. The horse showed a lot of heart 
again,” Brown said. “He’s a long-winded, 
hard-trying horse that obviously showed 
he has a tremendous amount of stamina 
and will to win. He’s a horse that con¬ 
tinually is improving, which we love to see. 
We’re just really proud of his effort today. 

LIGHTS OF MEDINA 
WINS WEBER CITY MISS 

Sumaya U.S. Stable’s Lights of Medina, 
in her first start against winners, stalked 
and wore down multiple stakes-placed 
Forever Liesl en route to a 2-length victory 
in the $125,000 Weber City Miss under 
Lynch for trainer Todd Pletcher April 22. 

A slight favorite at even money, Lights 
of Medina completed the distance in 
1:45.22 over a sloppy main track. Forever 
Liesl, 3-2 second choice, was urged to the 
front early before being collared within the 
final furlong by the winner. It was another 
15V2 lengths back to runner-up Frank’s 
Folly in third. Heavy morning-line favorite 
Jenda’s Agenda was scratched early in the 
morning. 

The victory, a “Win and You’re In” race 
for the Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, 
was the daughter of Eskendereya’s second 
from five career starts and second in a row 
after graduating in a Laurel one-turn mile 
maiden March 26. The $75,000 winner’s 
share increased her career earnings to 


$121,100 and added to a stellar year for 
principal Oussama Aboughazale’s Sumaya 
U. S. Stable, which has a 2017 record of 
19-10-1-0 and $960,082 in purses. 

“My agent spoke to [Pletcher] and he 
just told me she’ll just keep galloping and 
galloping,” Lynch added. “If there was 
no pace, I was going to make the lead. I 
thought [Forever Liesl] had drawn off at 
the three-eighths pole, but to be fair my 
filly dug in again and re-broke and came 
running and really got on top in the end. 
It was a great job by the trainer and all the 
guys in the yard. They did a fantastic job. 
When you’re riding for these guys, it makes 
our jobs easier. 

“She galloped out great. The further the 
better for her I think. If it was in England 
I’d say she wants a mile-and-a-half. She’s 
one of them.” 

NEWS AND NOTES 

Stone Farm and Madaket Stables’ 
Ascend, jumping into stakes company for 
the first time in his 5-year-old debut off six 
months between races, made a last-to-first 
move under Lynch to capture the $75,000 
Henry S. Clark as part of the April 22 card. 
The Clark was the third stakes win of the 


day for Lynch, who also scored aboard 
Twisted Tom in the Tesio and Lights of 
Medina in the Weber City Miss. It also 
completed a turf stakes sweep for trainer 
Graham Motion, who won the Dahlia with 
Danilovna for owner Bjorn Nielsen. 

Earning her third victory from seven 
lifetime starts, Nielsen’s homebred col¬ 
lected $45,000 to increase her career bank¬ 
roll to $117,147. The effort was her fourth 
stateside run after three starts in England 
for David Lanigan. . . Newman Racing’s 
Absatootly charged down the stretch to 
earn her first open stakes victory in the 
$75,000 Primonetta Stakes. The upset win 
gave jockey Kevin Gomez his first career 
stakes victory and was the Charlton Baker- 
trained daughter of Mineshaft’s second 
added-money tally overall, following a 
restricted stakes at Aqueduct in December 
2015. Earning her fifth victory from 12 
starts, the Belmont Park-based winner 
earned $45,000 to increase her career bank¬ 
roll to $249,107 and stayed undefeated in 
three starts at Laurel. In his 995th mount, 
Guatemala native Gomez, 22, earned his 
112th career victory. Based in Maryland, he 
was an Eclipse Award finalist last year for 
leading apprentice jockey. ^

W hen Cozy Lover reeled off his 
second victory in a row and went 
over the $100,000 mark in earnings

Wilkinson’s Hidden Acres 4-D Farm in 
Allentown, N.J. 

The Wilkinsons, who started producing 
Jersey-breds back in the mid-1970s, bred 
Cozy Lover’s third dam, the Honest Bullet

mare Eastern Bullet. They also bred and 
raced his second dam, Kiss’em Kate (by 
Foligno), and his dam, Kate’s Cozy Kiss 
(by Cozy Dell). 

Cozy Lover, a 4-year-old gelding by Not 
For Love, has been a steady earner for the 
Wilkinsons, bankrolling $50,521 in 2016 
and $59,280 through the end of April. 
Trained by Pat Farro, he won a $42,000 
starter allowance at 5A furlongs March 7 
at Parx Racing, then came back April 9 to 
score a hard-fought victory in a 6-furlong 
allowance. 

The gelding’s success has been a boon 
for the Wilkinsons, as they struggle, like 
all New Jersey Thoroughbred breeders, 
to survive in a state that does not have 
expanded gaming and is surrounded by 
those that do. 

“We love Thoroughbreds and we love 
racing, and we’ve put millions into our 
farm,” said Doris Wilkinson. “But we need 
legislative relief.” 

Hidden Acres 4-D Farm (the four “D”s 
are Wilkinson family members David, 
Doris, Dana and David Todd) consists 
of 242 acres, which is half pasture for 
horses and half planted with crops such 
as alfalfa and orchard grass. Within the last 
few years, the Wilkinsons diversified a bit, 
investing in a herd of Black Angus cattle 
and a few non-Thoroughbred broodmares. 

The couple, originally from Bedford, 
Pa., became involved in the sport back in 
the late 1960s, when Wilkinson, 80, was 
an exercise rider for the late trainer Sonny 
Hine. The original Hidden Acres 4-D farm 
was a smaller parcel not far from its cur¬ 
rent location, where the Wilkinsons moved 
10 years ago. Their son, David Todd, now 
heads the operation, and is also a mem¬ 
ber of the Burlington County Farmland 
Preservation Program advisory board. 

About a dozen homebreds, divided 
between Parx and Monmouth Park, will 
run this year, with Michael Mullin training 
the Monmouth contingent. Besides Cozy 
Lover, Hidden Acres 4-D Farm homebred 
Lilbitofeverything broke her maiden April 
8 at Parx. 

One of the farm’s more prolific brood¬ 
mares has been Laura Who, a stakes-placed 
daughter of Deputed Testamony who 
raced on the Mid-Atlantic circuit in the 
early 1990s. She produced four horses who 
each made more than $100,000, including 
stakes winner Love Who, winner of the 
2009 New Jersey Juvenile Stakes at 
Meadowlands. Now racing for another 
stable, he made his 56th start April 25 at 
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Mountaineer Park. Another son, Sonawho, was third in the New 
Jersey Futurity. 

While they currently stand no stallions, the Wilkinsons stood the 
multiple graded stakes winner Mr. Sinatra, who was relocated in 2014. 

■ Eddie Lehman-trained runners made seven starts at Parx in 
April and won four of them, led by Rosemore Farms and Dun 
Roamin Farms’ Foxy J.G. Stakes winner Discreet Senorita April 
29. Flatter Me Zanja, owned by Lehman in partnership with Dun 
Roamin Farms and Wire To Wire Stables, won twice—April 1 and 
April 24. Irish Colonel tacked on a 6 V 2 -furlong starter allowance 
win April 22 for the same ownership group. 

Discreet Senorita, a winner of seven of 11 starts in 2016, has 
never run anywhere but Parx. Making her first stakes start since 
taking the 2015 Dr. Teresa Garofalo Memorial Stakes, the 5-year- 
old daughter of Discreet Cat drew off in the 7-furlong $100,000 
Foxy J. G. to win by 2 lengths. 

Flatter Me Zanja, a 5-year-old Flatter mare, sat behind rivals 
in the 6 V 2 -furlong allowance April 1 until midstretch and scooted 
through along the rail to win by 1!4 lengths. Next out she rated 
closer to the pace and took control going into the stretch to draw 
off by 4!4 lengths in the 1 mile and 70-yard allowance. Claimed by 
Lehman for $20,000 in April 2016 at Keeneland, Flatter Me Zanja 
has only failed to finish in the money once in 11 subsequent starts. 
The two April wins pushed her career earnings to $234,250. 

Irish Colonel, a 4-year-old son of Colonel John, was also 
claimed at Keeneland last April by Lehman for $30,000. He won 
a $40,000 claiming race in December at Parx before starting 2017 
with two in-the-money finishes in starter allowance company. His 
third start of the year was the April win, in which he made a bold 
move in midstretch to catch stakes-winning Maryland invader 
Nicaradalic Rocks and power away by IV 2 lengths. 

Lehman has been a consistent 20-percent trainer since return¬ 
ing to the game in 2005, after stepping away in 1994. He wanted 
to travel, play golf and enjoy an early retirement while he was 
still fairly young, having felt burned out by the around-the-clock 
demands of a stable full of horses. 

“I had been working at the racetrack since I was a sophomore 
in high school,” he said. “As a trainer, I was in it full-time, seven 
days a week, and I wanted a break.” 

Lehman retired, and he traveled and played golf. But he 
yearned for the excitement of the racetrack again, and picked up 
right where he left off, albeit on a reduced scale. He only saddled 
26 starters last year. 

■ Janet Polachek made a $7,500 gamble when she claimed Garden 
Games at Monmouth Park last September, and has turned it into 
more than $60,000 in purse earnings. The daughter of Curlin, 
now 5, won immediately after Polachek’s claim at Parx, and this 
year has been picking up checks in starter allowance events, culmi¬ 
nating in a win April 9. Garden Games skimmed the rail and got 
up by a head to earn most of the $45,710 purse. Garden Games, 
who began her career in the Midwest and Southwest, has made 37 
starts and won four times, earning $171,066. 

Polachek, a longtime resident of the Parx backstretch, began 
training in 1996 and had her best year in 2014, when she won six 
races and $178,698 in purses. While she has yet to train a stakes 
winner, she has conditioned a number of stakes-placed horses that 
include Runnin’ Numbers. 

■ George Hall’s Money’soncharlotte, a 5-year-old daughter of 
Mizzen Mast, scored a commanding allowance victory April 8 , 
giving trainer Kelly Breen his first Parx win of 2017. 


Meeting a well-matched field of five older fillies and mares 
in the 1-mile test, Money’soncharlotte flashed under the wire SV 2 
lengths in front of Billygets Arrested. 

Money’s oncharlotte was purchased by George and Lori Hall 
for $135,000 at the 2013 Keeneland September yearling sale. She 
won the Hut Hut Stakes at Gulfstream Park West as a 2-year- 
old and the following year was third in the Gazelle Stakes-G2 at 
Aqueduct. She also ran in a trio of Grade 1 events, including the 
Kentucky Oaks and Mother Goose Stakes at 3. With her most 
recent score, her fourth in 18 starts, she pushed her earnings to 
$233,395. #

Winning Move 

Half-sister to champion Finest City 
triumphs for owner/breeder Nothhaft

H ank Nothhaft burst onto the national 
stage last year as the breeder of 
Finest City, who captured the 2016 
Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare Sprint-Gl 
at Santa Anita Park en route to earning 
the Eclipse Award as champion female 
sprinter. 

Owned by Seltzer Thoroughbreds and 
trained by Ian Kruljac, Finest City picked 
up where she left off this season, winning 
the Santa Monica Stakes-G2 in late January 
at Santa Anita before finishing second in 
Santa Anita’s Santa Margarita Stakes-Gl in 
mid-March and Churchill Downs’ Humana 
Distaff Stakes-Gl on Derby weekend. 

Sold by Nothhaft as a weanling at the 
Keeneland November breeding stock sale 
for $50,000, the 5-year-old Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of City Zip out of the 
Lemon Drop Kid mare Be Envied has 
earned $1,184,394 from 17 starts. 

Her younger half-sister, Move, found 
the winner’s circle for the first time April 
14 when she rallied from off the pace 
to take a 1-mile maiden special weight 
for Pennsylvania-breds for trainer Keith 
Nations, who handles Nothhaft’s Mid- 
Atlantic runners. 

Dispatched as the heavy favorite in 
the field of seven fillies and mares, Move 
tracked the pace under Frankie Pennington 
then powered past the leaders in deep 
stretch to post a 2 1 / 2 -length victory. 

Move was sired by Breeders’ Cup 
Sprint-Gl winner Silver Train, who had 
been purchased by Nothhaft and stood 
at Northview PA in Peach Bottom. Silver 
Train died in December 2013, the year 
Move was conceived, while shuttling back 
from Brazil. 

“Move was a direct result of our 
breeding program for Silver Train, and 
was always to be kept and raced,” said 
Nothhaft, a Naval Academy graduate and 
Silicon Valley entrepreneur. “Then the 
tragedy of Silver Train occurred, and we 


started to move away from the broodmare 
band that we had assembled.” 

After Move was foaled, Nothhaft bred 
Be Envied to Tale of the Cat, and she 
produced a filly. The filly was offered at 
Keeneland as a weanling and a yearling, 
but RNA’d both times, for $62,000 and 
$145,000, respectively. Nothhaft kept her 
and named her Grand Prix, and she broke 
her maiden at Golden Gate Fields the day 
after Finest City’s Breeders’ Cup triumph. 
She completed her 2-year-old year with 
a second in the Golden Gate Debutante 
Stakes. Be Envied was later sold privately 
in foal to Tale of Ekati. 

“I feel fortunate to have a couple of 
Silver Trains in our stable,” said Nothhaft, 
who noted that he is racing all homebreds, 
with his last horse purchased being grad¬ 
ed stakes winner and $1,028,394-earner 
Living The Life (Ire). “Move is not a typi¬ 
cal Silver Train physically. She is tall, a bit 
lanky with a good frame and always looked 
like she would go long rather than a typical 
Silver Train muscular sprinter.” 

Nothhaft said that because Lemon 
Drop Kid is Move’s broodmare sire, he 
thought she would be able to run on any 
surface and probably be a late bloomer, 
and was pleasantly surprised when she hit 
the board in two of three races as a 2-year- 
old. At 3, however, she failed to break her 
maiden in seven starts. 

“Her campaign started out promising, 
but something always seemed to hap¬ 
pen that prevented her from winning,” 
Nothhaft said. “She was always a sensitive 
horse and picky eater, and was having a 
hard time keeping weight on mid-year, and 
then her performances started tailing off. 
We decided she deserved and needed a 
long layoff and freshener, and turned her 
out at Northview. She gradually matured 
and gained significant weight, which is 
what we were looking for.” 


For her first start of 2017, Move was 
sent to Tampa Bay Downs with Nations, 
where she trained well but broke through 
the gate prior to her race Feb. 24 and fin¬ 
ished sixth. 

Shipped to Parx, a Pennsylvania-bred 
maiden special weight was found at Penn 
National March 24, but luck wasn’t with 
her that night as she stumbled out of the 
gate, yet still managed to finish second. 
Pennington noticed she had a very sensi¬ 
tive mouth and changed tactics for her 
maiden-breaker April 14. 

“If you watch the race, Pennington 
doesn’t cross the reins coming into the 
stretch as many riders do,” said Nothhaft, 
who credited his entire team for helping 
get Move to the winner’s circle. “This 
seems to have been a real negative for 
Move. He rode her well in hand and she 
was not asked for much. Off this perfor¬ 
mance, plus our growing knowledge of 
how to work with her quirkiness, we think 
she definitely can move forward from 
here.” 

■ Willowdale Farms’ Dynamic Union, a 

3- year-old daughter of Union Rags, hum¬ 
bled her rivals in breaking her maiden April 
6 in a 6-furlong special weight on a sloppy 
track. 

With David Cora riding for trainer 
Stacey Viands, the dark bay filly raced 
second early, moved to the outside around 
the turn and splashed past Tanya’s Gem in 
midstretch to win by 8 3 A lengths. 

Dynamic Union earned $17,100 in her 
first start for the Charles Town-based 
Viands. The filly competed in Kentucky 
and Louisiana for trainer Ken McPeek. He 
purchased the filly, out of the Dynaformer 
mare Dyno Temper, for $40,000 at last 
year’s OBS April 2-year-olds in training 
sale. 

■ Claimed for $12,500 at Penn National 
March 4, in which she finished a well- 
beaten fourth, Awesome Ghost responded 
to the change in scenery and trainer as she 
returned April 22 in a $30,680 allowance 
and scored a 6-length victory. 

Claimed by trainer Gina Perri on behalf 
of Logo Racing Stables, Awesome Ghost 
hadn’t won since March 2016 while com¬ 
peting in the Mid-Atlantic and Florida. The 

4- year-old daughter of Ghostzapper and 
the Concerto mare Special Cheers led from 
the start in the 6-furlong allowance without 
being seriously challenged. 

Perri, training since 2013, was an 
accomplished equestrian before transition¬ 
ing to Thoroughbreds. She won the 2006 
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Jonathan Kiser Memorial Scholarship, 
which honors a junior race rider in the 
Maryland Governor’s Cup series of point- 
to-point races, and received the tuition to 


attend the North American Point-to-Point 
Association’s Young Rider Steeplechase 
Camp. She worked for trainer Mike 
McCarthy at the Fair Hill Training Center 


in 2004 and was an exercise rider for trainer 
Linda Rice in 2011. Perri graduated from 
the University of Louisville with a degree 
in business in 2013. ^

New race course at Tryon delivers 
for chairman, horsemen, jump circuit

T he success of Tryon Block House 
Races April 15 left race chairman 
Roger Smith searching for ways to 
describe his enthusiasm. 

“It’s a dream come true,” he said. “Exhil¬ 
arating. It’s hard to believe. Not many days 
you’ll remember, coming in this morning 
and watching the cars pour in, it really hit 
home, it was exhilarating.” 

Smith wasn’t alone as the first race meet 
at a new course connected to the Tryon 
International Equestrian Center delivered 
for spectators, horsemen and the National 


Steeplechase Association. The course 
nearly hosted a race meet last fall, but that 
was shelved in favor of a debut this spring 
and a new home for the Block House 
Races held in the area for some 70 years. 
Block House needed a new venue. Smith 
and his partners provided it, creating a 
top-class race course with strong purses in 
front of an enthusiastic crowd. 

Smith and his wife, Jennifer, presented 
the trophy to happy trainer Julie Gomena 
and jockey Mark Watts after Balance the 
Budget triumphed in the Block House 


Handicap. Thirteen days earlier, Gomena 
walked away after the Orange County 
Point-to-Point April 2, happy and wor¬ 
ried. Her stable star Balance the Budget 
won a flat race at the Virginia meet, 13 
days before a projected start in the hurdle 
feature at Tryon. 

“I hope that wasn’t our one win for the 
spring,” Gomena said. “Because he’s so 
good fresh.” 

Like a red raspberry on the vine, 
Balance the Budget is, indeed, good fresh. 

The son of Bellamy Road proved it 
yet again. For the third consecutive year, 
the chestnut gelding won in his first jump 
outing of the year, securing the $40,000 
feature with a free-running, swift-jumping, 
let-me-out-of-jail display around the roll¬ 
ing, right-handed first-year course. 

Watts placed Stonelea Farm’s 8-year- 
old just off frontrunner Hardrock Eleven 
as the duo opened up 10 lengths on 
novice stakes winners All the Way Jose 
and Special Skills, Grade 1 winner Choral 
Society, Grade 1-placed Andi’amu (Fr) 
and $896,419 earner Simenon (Ire). Watts 
allowed Balance the Budget to put away 
Hardrock Eleven as they elevated toward 
the backstretch the final time. From there,

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it was all over as Balance the Budget 
skipped over the final three hurdles and 
easily fended off Special Skills and All the 
Way Jose. 

Gomena stood, halter and shank in her 
hand, and summed up Balance the Budget 
with three sentences. Well one sentence, 
three times. 

“What a horse. What a horse. What a 
horse.” 

In 2015, Balance the Budget jumped 
out of the blocks to win the Grade 3 
Imperial Cup at Aiken. He lost his next six 
races. Freshened, for the winter, he began 
2016 with a dominant win in the Carolina 
Cup. He lost his next four races. This year, 
the Tryon feature, restricted to horses who 
hadn’t won an open hurdle stakes in 2016- 
17, served as the launching pad. 

Bred in Kentucky, Balance the Budget 
won three times on the flat before trainer 
Tom Drury claimed the son of Bellamy 
Road for Gomena’s mother-in-law Nina 
Bonnie in 2013. Balance the Budget lost 
his first five hurdle starts, and became a 
hurdle winner in September 2014. 

CHARLESTON FINDS 
SOME MOMENTUM 

Block House wasn’t the only “new” 
meet on the 2017 calendar as the reor¬ 
ganized Steeplechase at Charleston took 
its place on the calendar April 8. Run by 
Bruno Sports Marketing, an Alabama- 
based company with event experience 
in golf, tennis, auto racing and others, 
Charleston hosted five races. The course, 
at Stono Ferry in Hollywood, S.C., has 
been used off and on for racing for more 
than 20 years but might be poised for a 
breakthrough and some permanency. 

Former trainer and jockey Toby 
Edwards, also involved at Tryon, was the 
race director and drew appreciative feed¬ 
back from horsemen. 

“Toby has done a great job,” trainer 
Kate Dalton said. “The ground was better 
than it’s been, the barn area was set up bet¬ 
ter. It was a good day.” 

Out on the course, Maryland-based 
trainer Fenneka Bentley won the $30,000 
allowance hurdle feature with Fantastic 
Song for ultra-patient owner Gill Johnston. 

A debut winner at Colonial Downs in 
2013, the bay gelding lost his rider in his 
next start, won a tough second-level allow¬ 
ance on the flat at Delaware Park before 
finishing fourth in an allowance hurdle at 


Parx that summer. He missed the rest of 
2013 and all of 2014 before resurfacing 
with a fourth at Middleburg, a win at High 
Hope, a seventh on the flat at Monmouth 
Park and a solid third over hurdles at 
Saratoga in 2015. Then he missed all of 
2016, recuperating at Johnston’s Tennessee 
farm. 

Fantastic Song and Grade 1 winner Mr. 
Hot Stuff (to Jack Fisher) returned from 
the farm in December, joining three other 
hurdle horses in Bentley’s 12-horse string. 

“They were field buddies. Something 
must have worn off, either way. I can’t say 
enough about Gill, she’s great, she’s not 
afraid to put them in a field and give them 
the time they need,” Bentley said. “It’s 
great that he can come around. . . every 
other year. We call him Little Man. He’s got 
his own personality, he’s just a cool horse.” 

At Charleston, Sean McDermott set¬ 
tled the 8-year-old in last in the compact 
six-horse field before swinging wide and 
into contention as the field went down 
the backside the final time. Jumping the 
widest of three at the second-last, the 


son of Lemon Drop Kid continued to 
kick around the turn, met the last per¬ 
fectly and held off Swansea Mile (Ire) in a 
professional effort-another professional 
effort—as he improved his hurdle career to 
3-for-7 over five seasons. 

“He’s the coolest horse I think I’ve ever 
been around,” Bentley said. “He’s a really, 
really good horse, an honest good horse. 
Everybody loves riding him, he’s small and 
sweet and bouncy. He just enjoys what he’s 
doing. He was doing really well, he’s obvi¬ 
ously coming off injuries so that’s always a 
worry, but he’s a tough nut and he will tell 
you when things aren’t feeling right.”

Trained by Mark Beecher (who was 
riding at My Lady’s Manor) the 6-year-old 
son of Afleet Alex toyed with six rivals, 
pasting 34!/2 lengths on Cuba Libre. 

“It’s fantastic to win the first two. I 
was really excited about this horse, any¬ 
body who saw him in Aiken was in love 
with him, I was really happy to ride him,” 
Norris said after My Afleet had won the 
second half of the double. “I didn’t ride 
to instructions, Mark said to put him up in 
the first couple and keep going with him 
and I was out the back.” 

Making his hurdle debut, My Afleet 
put flat ability that helped him win the 
Dueling Grounds Derby in 2014 and finish 
second in the John’s Call in 2016 to good 
use, strolling to an easy win. He backed up 
the maiden win with an allowance score to 
open May, hinting at big things. 

“He’s a very nice horse, I didn’t think 
he’d like this track but he flew around there 
for me, I looked behind me and there was 
no one there. When he came up outside 
the wings at the second to last, I was like, 
we have another stride in there..Norris 
said. “It’s a fun track, it allows horses to 
roll along, they get a breather up at the top 
of the hill, then they fly down the hill. It is 
testing, but I like it. I can’t complain. Next 
year I might say something different.” 

■ Bruton Street-US veteran Scorpiancer 
(Ire) continued to build on a standout 
American career with a win in the $50,000 
Temple Gwathmey at the Middleburg 
Spring Races April 22. The 8-year-old car¬ 
ried 158 pounds, and wore down Portrade 
(Ire) by a neck despite giving away 13 
pounds. Trained by Fisher, Scorpiancer 
arrived on these shores as a handicap 
hurdler and simply climbed the ladder 
to where he’s a force in the open stakes 
division. Last year, he won the Grade 1 
Lonesome Glory and placed in three other 
Grade 1 stakes. He’s finished worse than 
third just once in 10 American hurdle 
starts.

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



Much more to 
a horsemen’s 
group than 
meets the eye

P urses, racetrack contracts, legislative 
advocacy on the state and federal 
levels, racing dates-these are a few 
of the things horsemen’s associations deal 
with regularly and, because they are the 
ones that get the most attention because 
they can be controversial, make for good 

copy 

That assessment stems from more 
than 20 years of covering those issues. 
Reporting, and even commentating, on 
them is necessary They greatly influence 
the economic health of the Thoroughbred 
racing and breeding industry 

But the issues also create an environ¬ 
ment ripe for criticism. Everyone seems to 
have an opinion on how things should be 
done, even if it’s not an educated opinion. 
If you spend any time on social media 
platforms or read comments under online 
stories, you understand. 

A recent exchange on Twitter—the plat¬ 
form is both blessing and curse—provided 
some evidence. A discussion about pari¬ 
mutuel wagering issues ventured into one 
individual, a Kentucky farm owner, making 
a statement that horsemen’s organizations 
“don’t do much right or do much good for 
any part of the Thoroughbred industry.” 

That’s not true but it’s probably not 
an uncommon belief. Horsemen and the 
groups that represent them are often 
demonized as obstructionists unwilling to 
change to move the industry forward. 
Perhaps if people would get past their 
own personal interests and agendas and 
dig deeper into what keeps this industry 
going on a daily basis, their views would 
be different. 

So what do horsemen’s groups do? In 
retrospect, I have to admit that, despite 
covering horsemen’s groups around the 
country for decades, I really didn’t have 
a true understanding about what goes on 
behind the scenes. Knowledge is based on 
experience. 


It only took a couple of months to real¬ 
ize the MTHA isn’t just a representative of 
horsemen on contracts. With a relatively 
small staff, it offers a backstretch pen¬ 
sion program, a trainer benefit trust fund, 
a backstretch health and welfare fund, 
immigration services, a recreation pro¬ 
gram, various business services including 
notaries public, tax assistance, health fairs 
and guidance on health insurance plans, a 
full service counseling program, fellowship 
services, burial assistance, the Maryland 
Horsemen’s Assistance Foundation, mail¬ 
box service, and a new aftercare program 
called Beyond The Wire to name just a few. 

I’ve joked that the MTHA office on 
any given racing day at Laurel Park looks 
like a full-service medical clinic com¬ 
plete with doctors from MedStar Sports 
Medicine as part of a partnership with the 
Maryland Jockey Club. The Horsemen’s 
Health System is a highly-valued service 
that touches many people’s lives-but not 
something you’d expect to see at a race¬ 
track. 

The MedStar physicians rely heav¬ 
ily on Diana Pinones, the MTHA Office 
Administrator who doubles as coordinator 
of the health program. The doctors often 
comment about Pinones doing three jobs 
in one. And being bilingual, she plays a crit¬ 
ical role in dealing with the local Hispanic 
population. 

For three weeks in late April and early 
May, the MTHA held signups for its 
pension plan, which was created by the 
board of directors and is funded through 
a small percentage of the purse account. 
To say the hundreds of backstretch work¬ 
ers—grooms, hot walkers, exercise riders, 
assistant trainers, and trainers—who signed 
up are appreciative of this benefit would 
be an understatement. 

If someone needs transportation to 
a grocery store or doctor’s appointment, 
they get it. If someone has a question 


about how to fill out a form, they receive 
assistance. If someone just needs to talk 
about a problem, staff is there to listen. 

“I’ve made funeral arrangements for 
a backstretch worker while on vacation 
in Ocean City,” said MTHA Benevolence 
Coordinator Bobby Lillis, who, like all 
MTHA staff, receives calls for help at all 
hours of the day and night. 

The MTHA, when it recognizes a need, 
also is proactive in endeavors such as 
promotion and marketing that tradition¬ 
ally were the territory of racetracks. The 
opportunity is there in part because of the 
working relationship horsemen have with 
the Maryland Jockey Club and also the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 

The new aftercare program is a joint 
production, as was Fantasy Owners Day 
in March at Laurel, but both were spear¬ 
headed by MTHA. 

The MTHA also is a partner with the 
MJC in off-track betting facilities, which 
are viewed as another avenue to bring rac¬ 
ing to the public in Maryland. 

There’s a lot going on here. And it 
requires dedication, passion and creative 
thinking. The MTHA has these three 
things in droves. 

“I’ve always believed to be successful 
it’s important to surround yourself with 
superstars,” MTHA Executive Director 
David Richardson said. “We’ve been able 
to do that with the team we’ve assembled 
at MTHA. Each member of our staff 
genuinely lives their job and are certainly 
not nine-to-fivers. 

“Our team truly cares about the welfare 
and well-being of horsemen and goes far 
and above for everyone, from the leading 
trainer to the hard-working groom living in 
a dorm at Pimlico.” 

In the words of MTHA President Tim 
Keefe, the range of support services pro¬ 
vided by the organization sets Maryland 
apart. He called the backstretch workforce 
“unquestionably the backbone” of the 
industry. 

“We strongly believe in the philosophy 
that you should take care of the people 
who take care you,” Keefe said. 

When you move beyond unwarranted 
criticism and the drone of negativity, you 
realize it simply comes down to caring 
about people, many of whom don’t get the 
support they deserve for keeping an indus¬ 
try operating seven days a week. If it wasn’t 
for organizations such as the MTHA, who 
would provide that support? 

Maybe Twitter has the answer. w

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For Jersey-Breds, a Day to Remember 

By Bill Finley 


I ts no secret that these are not the best of times 
for the New Jersey breeding industry, but that 
doesn’t mean that the people producing Thorough¬ 
breds in the Garden State aren’t capable of coming 
up with serious race horses. 

Never was that more evident than on April 8 
at Aqueduct where the New Jersey-bred breeding 
program enjoyed the best 37 minutes in its history 
At 5:15 p.m., the field left the gate for the $400,000 
Carter Handicap-Gl and when it was over Jersey- 
bred Green Gratto had pulled off a shocking win 
in the 7-furlong stakes. It seemed unimaginable 
that the day could get any better, but it did. At 
5:52, they began the $750,000 Wood Memorial-G2 
and when it concluded 1:50.91 later there was still 
another Jersey-bred crossing the wire first. Irish 
War Cry won the Wood by open lengths. 

Irish War Cry had already proven that he 
was a top class horse. The son of Curlin who was 
bred by and is owned by Isabelle de Tomaso, the 
daughter of Amory L. Haskell, had won the Holy 



Bull-G2 at Gulfstream in impressive fashion. But 
he followed that up with a dismal performance in 
the Fountain of Youth-G2, losing by 2 PA lengths. 
Trainer Graham Motion could never come up with 
an excuse for the race and decided to just draw a 
line through it and try again. 

The Wood would pose new challenges for the 
chestnut. He drew the outside post in the field of 
eight and had several speed horses in front of him. 
He could either get involved in a speed duel or try 
to rate off the pace, something that had given him 
problems in the past. He was also going with a new 
rider in Rajiv Maragh, as Joel Rosario opted to ride 
Practical Joke for Chad Brown in the Blue Grass. 

So he had numerous questions to answer, most 
notably whether or not the Fountain of Youth was 
a fluke. In the end, he left no doubt that it was. He 
won by 3 Vz lengths over the talented Todd Pletcher 
runner Battalion Runner. 

Maragh got Irish War Cry to rate comfortably 
just off the pace. He inched closer to the leaders

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down the backstretch, drew even at the three-eighths pole and then 
drew off for what was an easy win. 

“That was more like it; I’m speechless,” Motion said. “I’ve never 
understood why he would not relax, this horse. He’s very classy, he’s 
very sensible.” Said Maragh: “He was always in a smooth rhythm. 

He relaxed real easily. He did everything I wanted him to do 
without a lot of effort. He did it all in rhythm. He wasn’t rank at all. 
He settled beautifully. By getting on him in the mornings, I didn’t 
think I’d have a hard time getting him to settle because he goes so 
easy and comfortable. We ran good together today.” 

Had the Wood Memorial not been downgraded this year to a 
Grade 2 there would have been a New Jersey-bred, back-to-back 
Grade 1 double. 

Though he was 7-2 and coming off a poor race, the win by Irish 
War Cry was hardly a shocker. He is a well-bred colt in the hands of 
a top trainer and he had already proven he was capable of winning 
at this level. Not too many people could have been surprised that 
he won. 

The same cannot be said for Green Gratto. 

This horse is not easy to figure out. In his first five starts, he 
was beaten a combined 12 U /2 lengths. He seemed to have put it all 
together in 2015, winning two stakes races, but followed that with a 
dismal 1-for-13 record in 2016. Now 7, he started 2017 off the right 
way, winning the Grade 3 Toboggan, but followed that with an 
1 P/4-length defeat in the Tom Fool-G3. 

He was 54-1 in the Carter and for good reason. Which Green 
Gratto would show up, and even if the good one stepped into the 
Aqueduct starting gate would that be good enough? 

He was the longest shot on the board and had some good 
fortune on his way to victory. Eventual third-place finisher Tommy 
Macho looked like he had the field measured in deep stretch, but 
jockey Luis Saez allowed him to nearly run over Green Gratto and 
runner-up Unified before steadying and altering course. 


Trainer and co-owner Gaston Grant will take a win like this 
any way he can get it. “I wouldn’t say I was surprised that he won 
because he was training good,” said Grant, who owns the horse 
along with his brother, Anthony. “But when you see your horse 
cross the wire first in a race like that you kind of go, wow’ That was 
by far my biggest thrill in racing. I only started training horses on 
my own only about two years ago. To win a Grade 1 is a remarkable 
feat.” 

The only things Irish War Cry and Green Gratto have in 
common is that they are both Jersey-breds and are both talented. 
Irish War Cry is owned by the wealthy daughter of one of the most 
prominent individuals in New Jersey racing history and he is by 
one of the sport’s premier sires in Curlin. Grant is such a small¬ 
time trainer and owner that he still drives a UPS truck to help make 
ends meet. The sire, Here’s Zealous, is not a household name, and 
Green Gratto was literally given to the Grant brothers. All they had 
to do was agree to pay for the costs of his training and boarding 
while he was a yearling. It was Peter Chin who brokered the deal 
with breeder Peter Kazamias to give the horse to the Grants. 

Green Gratto was trained by Chin up until Aug. 3, 2015, when 
Grant took out his trainer’s license and took over. Green Gratto was 
the first horse he ever ran under his own name, recording a second- 
place finish in a Saratoga allowance in August 2015. 

“I guess he’s maturing. I don’t know,” Grant said. “I can’t say I 
did anything special. It happens in the sport, where horses turn 
around. We always believed in him and as he got older he started to 
mature and take care of himself.” 

Grant wasn’t sure where Green Gratto would race next. Irish 
War Cry made his way to Churchill Downs, looking to join Regret 
(in 1915) and Cavalcade (1934) as the only New Jersey-breds to 
have won the Kentucky Derby. It’s been a great year so far for New 
Jersey-breds and it might just get a whole lot better. 


In Memorium: David A. Meirs II, VMC 


D avid A. Meirs II, VMD, who received his Bachelor of Science 
degree from Rutgers University in 1950, passed away March 
27 at the age of 87. After graduating from the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania’s School of Veterinary Medicine, Dr. Meirs established the 
Walnridge Equine clinic in 1965. 

The clinic is known worldwide and serves as a living legacy to 
‘Doc’ Meirs, as does Walnridge Farm Inc., a 300-acre facility that 
has been in the Meirs/Waln family since 1830 and specializes in the 
breeding and raising of Standardbreds but also foals Thoroughbreds. 
Dr. Meirs was instrumental in helping build the equine program at 
Rutgers University’s Cook College and in the development of the 
Rutgers Equine Science Center. 

He later served as chair of the Rutgers University Board for 
Equine Advancement which began fundraising for the development 
of the Equine Science Center. Besides his commitment to Rutgers, 


Dr. Meirs was actively involved in many other veterinary and horse 
racing associations. Dr. Meirs served as president of the NJ Board of 
Veterinary Medical Examiners, founded the NJ Equine Practitioners 
Association, served as a director of the Society for Theriogenology, 
was appointed by Governor McGreevy to the NJ Sire Stakes 
board, and was a past president of the Veterinary Medical Alumni 
Association, University of Pennsylvania and the Philadelphia 
Society for Promoting Agriculture.

M ore than 9,000 spectators turned 
out for the 71st annual Tryon Block 
House Races, the historic steeplechase 
of Tryon Riding & Hunt Club (TRHC), at 
its new venue in Columbus, N.C. Thanks 
to the partnership between Tryon Inter¬ 
national Equestrian Center (TIEC) and 
TRHC, the 2017 event grew from four 
races to six and from 17 entries to 40 en¬ 
tries. The prize money more than doubled 
to $175,000. 

Tryon Equestrian Partners’ Roger 
Smith, who had the vision for the new 
venue, was honored with a new perpetual 
trophy-the Roger Smith Cup. Smith 
commented, “This was a dream come true 
for me to see such a great turnout from 
spectators, trainers, and owners for the 
inaugural event.

Balance the Budget, owned by Stone- 
lea Stables and trained by Julie Gomena, 
rose above the field in the most anticipat¬ 
ed race of the day, the $40,000 Tryon 
Block House Race, winning by almost 4 
lengths.

of the event’s new venue.

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Getting to Know You: 

Charmaine German 

I first met Charmaine German while 
standing in line and waiting to board an 
airplane out of Fort Lauderdale Airport 
heading to RDU. We were both leaving the 
area after having attended the Pegasus 
Stakes. She noticed the Keeneland logo on 
my jacket and promptly prodded her friend, 
Linda, to find out who I was. It was then the 
line started to move, and I shouted out 
proudly that I was President of the North 
Carolina Thoroughbred Association. Back 
in Raleigh, while waiting for our luggage, 
we had an opportunity to talk. I told them 
about our organization and our upcoming 
awards dinner, they told me about their in¬ 
terest in racing and we exchanged informa¬ 
tion. 

True to her word, Charmaine, who lives 
in Raleigh, came to our Awards Dinner and 
promptly joined the organization. Her in¬ 
terest in racing started back in the late 
1960s when she attended the Carolina Cup 
in Camden, S.C. It further developed while 
working on her undergraduate degree at 
the University of Kentucky in the late 1970s 
and early ’80s. It was during those years 
that she met Linda, a fellow student and 
Lexington native. 

Her stories of those years are fun to 
hear. She reports that the best days of the 
year were in the fall when the pair of co-eds 
attended the races at Keeneland during the 
day, followed by the UK Football game in 
the evening and then off to the Red Mile to 
see the late night trotter races. They started 
off impeccably dressed for Keeneland while 
donning their corsages for the football 
game, however, by the time of the Standard- 
bred races, they were as wilted as their flow¬ 
ered adornment. I think we all get the pic¬ 
ture! 

Her favorite horses at the time were 
whomever her favorite jockey at the mo¬ 
ment was riding. She had and still has no 
particular betting strategy. Rather she looks 
for Kentucky-bred horses from farms she 
recognizes, trainers she admires, and of 
course, the odds. If all else fails, she just 
goes for it. 

Charmaine’s enthusiasm for racing 
went on hiatus while pursuing several grad¬ 
uate degrees, marriage, and new interests 
such as tennis and boating. Her decades- 
long, successful career in the insurance in¬ 
dustry kept her busy. Life happened. 

The lugubrious part of life is death. After 
many years of marriage, Charmaine experi¬ 
enced the untimely passing of her husband. 
Eventually, she started to rediscover her 
past predilections, and she and her “adopted 


big sister” Linda, now living close by in Vir¬ 
ginia, reconnected with their passion for 
racing. They hit the road to the inaugural 
Pegasus. 

I was fortunate to attend the Florida 
Derby with both Charmaine and Linda. It 
was one of the most enjoyable times I’ve 
had with two people I barely knew at the 
time. I enjoyed listening to Charmaine re¬ 
count her childhood experiences. Growing 
up the daughter of a duPont executive she 
was reared between the Eastern U.S. and 
Western Europe. She speaks several lan¬ 
guages, and while attending boarding 
school in London, her youthful exposure to 
worldly cultures can only be rivaled by that 
of a military child. Her fondest memories of 


that time and her greatest riding experi¬ 
ences came while she resided in Derry, Ire¬ 
land. She had the opportunity to gallop off- 
the-track 3-year-old Thoroughbreds along 
the Derry Foyle River paths, and she 
trekked three horses from Derry to Denegal 
County, which required an overnight camp¬ 
ing stay and galloping along the Ireland’s 
beaches. 

After a lengthy layoff, Charmaine is out 
of the starting gate again and by all ac¬ 
counts, her speed figures are increasing 
with each race. We have some future racing 
dates planned, and I have a feeling she is go¬ 
ing straight to the lead with Linda next to 
her, challenging the pace. I just hope I can 
keep up.

beautiful. It will be offered at our next 
auction. I think it has a better chance of 
selling than the racing memorabilia. 

The ARCI conference, which in case 
there is any question, I paid for myself, 
was a very educational experience for me. 
An international cadre of racing commis¬ 
sioners, veterinarians, Jockey Guild rep¬ 
resentatives, NTRA representatives, drug 
testing chemists, and lawyers attended 
the conference. Delegates from Thor¬ 
oughbred, Quarter Horse and Standard- 
bred racing were present. I was the only 
“just a fan” there and somewhat of a curi¬ 
osity, especially since I am from a non¬ 
racing state. I was able to witness how the 
inner workings of racing rules are dis¬ 
cussed, debated and voted on. Sessions 
covered promoting racing, drug testing, 
veterinarian record keeping, perspectives 
on whether stewards are getting it right, 
adjudicating the system, regulating 
whips and crops, policing the backside 
and so much more. A representative from 
the AQHA described their innovative rac¬ 
ing investigator loaner program. When a 
racing jurisdiction needs additional rac¬ 
ing investigators to help cover a major 
racing event, they can request a profes¬ 
sional, experienced team from the AQHA. 
This vital program is especially important 


because many jurisdictions are woefully 
underfunded and can employ few, if any, 
investigators. When a large amount of 
shippers come in to compete, extra polic¬ 
ing becomes necessary Not surprisingly, 
this program is strongly embraced by the 
good, hard-working trainers on the back¬ 
side who seek confidence in competing 
on a level playing field. 

I entered into a discussion with two 
attendees from Oklahoma on the work 
they did to get pari-mutuel betting 
passed, and how they wouldn’t want to go 
through it again. One of them told me, 
without the active support of your mem¬ 
bers, it couldn’t be accomplished. I met 
John Wayne, an official from Delaware. 
He recounted how he testified in front of 
Jessie Helms when the NCTA was trying 
to get a track and betting in our state. 

I met a lot of good, professional people 
from Washington to Trinidad/Tobago. I 
came away thinking that racing is in good 
hands. It seems they are making a strong 
effort to unify regulations across jurisdic¬ 
tions, protect the integrity of racing by 
catching the cheaters, and protect the 
welfare of the horse. I am so glad I went. I 
received an education, indeed.

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Great Additions for 
PA-Sired PA-Breds

There has never been a better time to breed 
in Pennsylvania, especially since several exciting 
enhancements and awards for 2017 have been 
announced by the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association. 

Breeder awards for Pennsylvania-sired Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred horses have been increased to 40 
percent of purses earned (1 st through 3rd) with 
no cap on earnings, including for horses that are 
already running. The 25 percent bonus for PA- 
sired PA-breds (1st through 3rd) will also continue 
in all restricted stakes run in the state. 

“We are also offering a $250,000 bonus, 
of which $200,000 will go to the owner and 
$50,000 to the breeder, of a PA-sired PA-bred 
who wins the Pennsylvania Derby this year,” said 
Brian Sanfratello, executive director of the PHBA. 
“Plus, $100,000 will be given out for second and 
third, with $75,000 to the owner and $25,000 to 
the breeder.” 

The Pennsylvania Derby, a 114-mile test for 
3-year-olds at Parx Racing, carries a purse of 
$1 million and has been upgraded this year to a 
Grade 1. It will be run Sept. 23. 

“Moving the PA-sired PA-bred award to 40 
percent has stimulated breeding in Pennsylvania,” 
said Sanfratello. “I spoke with a couple of stallion 
owners, one who remarked that breeding was up 
and they would foal more mares this year than 
they had in awhile. Another had moved a stallion 
to Maryland and was asked to move it back after 
some of the mare owners decided they wanted 
the new bonus. 

“I think this is the reason that five new 
stallions were brought to Pennsylvania, along with 


the consistency of our program that has paid $30 
million in awards, bonuses and restricted purses 
each of the last five years,” he said. 

One farm that has seen an uptick in interest 
thanks in part to the 40 percent is Northview PA, 
located in Peach Bottom. 

“The 40 percent PA-sired PA-bred bonus is a 
good, positive incentive, definitely an attraction for 
breeders,” said Paul O’Loughlin, bloodstock man¬ 
ager of the 180-acre facility in Lancaster County. 
“And the Pennsylvania Derby bonus is great, too.” 

One of the potential PA-sired Pa-bred con¬ 
tenders for this year's Pennsylvania Derby could 
be Buttonwood Farms’ Downhill Racer, sired by 
Jump Start, the Mid-Atlantic's leading stallion, 
who stands at Northview PA. Last year, Downhill 
Racer won both of his starts, including an exciting 
score in the $100,000 Pennsylvania Nursery 
Stakes at Parx Racing. The Jonathan Sheppard 
trainee has yet to make his 3-year-old debut but 
has been training steadily. 

“We’ve seen a lot more mares at the farm this 
year, from places like Kentucky and Maryland,” 
said O’Loughlin. “Uncle Lino has been a big draw, 
and we expect he’ll breed about 100 mares this 
season. Jump Start will also breed a large book of 
mares once again.” 

Northview PA, last year’s leading breeder, also 
stands the stallions El Padrino, Bullsbay, Fairbanks 
and Medallist. 

The added breeding incentives were wel¬ 
comed by Glenn Brok, who owns Diamond B Farm 
in Mohrsville with his wife, Becky. Diamond B is a 
full-service Thoroughbred farm, offering breeding, 
foaling and sales prep; Becky operates her own

agency, Becky Merkel consignments. The 
Broks have been among the state’s leading 
breeders the last several years. 

Standing at Diamond B this season are 
Talent Search, Got the Last Laugh, Eclipticals- 
praline, Peace and Justice and Uptowncharly- 
brown. 

‘‘The PA-sired bonus is a tremendous 
support for those of us who stand stallions 
in Pennsylvania,” said Glenn Brok. ‘‘And the 
great thing about it is that it’s for any PA-sired 
horse-it’s retro, not just going forward. The 
$250,000 bonus for any PA-sired/bred horse 
that wins the PA Derby this year is a great 
idea, too. Our program is stronger and better 
than other states, and anyone who doesn't see 
that has their head in the sand. I’m all about it.” 

Brok cited two additional bonuses available 
this year for stallions he stands at Diamond B. 
For newcomer Peace and Justice, the only 
son of War Front at stud in Pennsylvania, there 
is a $250,000 bonus to the breeder of his 
first non-restricted stakes winner. For young 
sire Uptowncharlybrown, whose first foals are 
3-year-olds, there is a special offer that breed¬ 


ers only pay the $1,500 stud fee when the foal 
wins, or owe nothing. 

‘‘Bob Hutt [owner of Uptowncharlybrown] 
is offering one of the best deals in the state,” 
said Brok. ‘‘I may have to build a new barn to 
accommodate all the mares coming to breed 
to him.” 

‘‘My partners and I are absolutely thrilled 
about the 40 percent for PA-sired PA-bred 
horses,” said Hutt, who heads Uptowncharly¬ 
brown Stud LLC (formerly Fantasy Lane 
Stable), which offers affordable horse racing 
partnerships. ‘‘It shows commitment to Penn¬ 
sylvania breeding and racing. My reaction 
when I heard the news was to buy a few more 
broodmares.” 

As for the Pennsylvania Derby bonus, Hutt 
said that he thought it was a tremendous 
idea and incentive, strengthens the breeding 
program, and makes Pennsylvania-breds more 
desirable at auctions across the country. 

‘‘It's the right idea,” said Dr. William 
Solomon, owner of Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, of the $250,000 Pennsylvania Derby 
bonus. ‘‘It could be effective for even more 
races; the Triple Crown races, for instance.” 


Pin Oak Lane, which is celebrating its 44th 
anniversary this year, is a full-service farm 
and equine veterinary center. The farm offers 
boarding, breeding, foaling, sales preparation 
and turnout facilities, import/export facilities 
and services, as well as veterinary services. It 
currently stands four stallions: Corinthian, Last 
Gunfighter, More Smoke and Lord Shanakill. 

‘‘Some people who don’t traditionally breed 
in Pennsylvania are sending mares this year. 
They like the 40 percent bonus for PA-sired 
PA-bred horses,” said Solomon. 

‘‘I think the 40 percent is awesome,” said 
Barbara Wheeler, who owns WynOaks Farm in 
Delta with her husband, Chip. ‘‘It’s giving us a 
real boost, and it’s great that it’s for PA-sired 
PA-bred horses that are already running. And 
as for the PA Derby bonus-I just hope we 
have a runner sired by Weigelia that will run in 
the race.” 

WynOaks stands two stallions—Weigelia, 
whose runners average nearly $70,000 in 
earnings, and the young sire Rule by Night, 
a stakes-winning son of Malibu Moon who is 
standing his first season in Pennsylvania.

Casey has the trifecta of 
monetary allocations as owner, 
trainer and breeder.

Owner Mark Russell is either the 
smartest or the luckiest individual I 
have come across in the racing 
business. With a modest stable of 
horses he has managed to win 
almost every major race on at 
Charles Town stakes schedule. 

The hands-on owner keeps a 
watchful eye over his runners as they 
train, cool out, are done up and fed 
in the barn of James W. Casey. 

Russell's distance loving 
Charitable Annuity, by Charitable 
Man, was bred by Donald L Duvall. 
He won six of 11 starts in 2016, 
including the A Huevo and Swatara 
(the latter at Penn National) and 
was second in the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic Stakes.

Timber classics: A repeat victory, 
a ‘60 Minutes’ feature, an upset 


The spring season’s two richest timber classics 
produced a repeat winner in the $ 100,000 Virginia 
Gold Cup, a segment on CBS’s “60 Minutes” fo¬ 
cused on the $ 100,000 Maryland Hunt Cup, and an 
upset winner in the crowning race of the Maryland 
timber triple crown. 

The repeat winner on May 6 was Irv Naylor’s 
Ebanour, who also provided Virginia Gold Cup 
doubles for trainer Cyril Murphy and jockey Gus 
Dahl. 

Irish-bred Ebanour had won the 2016 Gold Cup 
on turf rated as soft, and he had to contend with 
more soft turf for its four miles in the 2017 edition. 
But he handled the going well despite wearing a 
coating of mud resulting from a last-to-first move 
that carried him to a 1 1/2-length victory over 
Bruton Street-US’s Lemony Bay, winner of the 
My Lady’s Manor on April 15. 

Virginia Governor Terry McAuliffe and his wife, 
Dorothy, presented the Gold Cup trophy to Diane 
Naylor, Murphy, and Dahl. 

The “60 Minutes” feature on April 23, six days 
before the Hunt Cup, focused on 2016 winner 
Senior Senator, who was claimed from a Penn 
National Race Course claiming race by Blythe 
Miller Davies and transformed into a timber win¬ 
ner by her husband, trainer Joe Davies, for owner 
Irvin “Skip” Crawford. 

Also featured in the extended feature was Louis 
C. “Paddy” Neilson, who articulately described 
the passion that drives Hunt Cup participants to 
attempt the testing, four-mile race over 22 fences. 

Derwins Prospector, described as a longshot by 
owner Gerry Brewster, survived the distance, the 
fences, and a head-to-head stretch battle to win the 
Hunt Cup by three-quarters of a length over Bruton 
Street-US’s Drift Society. Senior Senator, the 2017 
Grand National winner, fell at the third fence.

Challenges—offers of cash bonuses for 
winning two specified races—have added 
new interest and excitement to the National 
Steeplechase Association racing season. 

The TVV Capital Iroquois-Cheltenham 
Challenge began with last month’s Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) and continues with 
the Stayers’ Hurdle at the Cheltenham Festival 
next March. It’s worth $500,000 to any horse 
that wins both three-mile races. 

In honor of its 25th anniversary, the Wil- 
lowdale Steeplechase offered the $100,000 
Willowdale Steeplechase Challenge to a horse 
who wins the 3 1/2-mile Mother’s Day race 
and the four-mile Pennsylvania Hunt Cup in 
November. 

Both challenges pose unique challenges. The 
Iroquois-Cheltenham Challenge has timing 
issues. The Cheltenham Festival precedes the 
start of the National Steeplechase Association 
season, and the Iroquois Steeplechase on the 
second Saturday in May is beyond the end of 
the overseas jump-racing season. 

Also, there are issues of luck. Irv Naylor’s 
Rawnaq, the 2016 Calvin Houghland Iroquois 
winner, was preparing for the Stayers’ Hurdle 
but sustained a so ft-tissue injury only days 
before he was awarded the Eclipse Award as 
the 2016 steeplechase champion. 

Nichols Canyon, third in last year’s Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois, won the Stayers’ Hurdle 
but sustained a shipping injury en route to the 
United States and missed an opportunity to 
compete for the $500,000 bonus. He would 
have been a heavy favorite to take away the 
prize. 

“We are really, really disappointed not to 
be able to contend the race, particularly due to 
the international aspect and the very generous 
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V Go Jump Racing!

WYCK CUSHNY 

Former steeplechase jockey Wyck 
Cushny died at his home in Locust Valley, 
N.Y., March 22. He was 35. 

Cushny was born into a family of com¬ 
petitive riders and gravitated to racing at a 
young age, commuting from his childhood 
home to Maryland and Pennsylvania to 
compete in pony races. He was mentored 
by steeplechase horsemen Ross Pearce, 
Woody Maloney, Jonathan Kiser and 
Tom Voss. Cushny won his first NSA- 
sanctioned race at Fairfax in 1999 and 
followed with a win at Montpelier in 2000, 
both of those victories coming in flat 
races. At age 19 (2001), Cushny rode 31 
NSA steeplechase races, and picked up 
his first win over fences with Kanawa for 
trainer Jack Fisher at My Lady’s Manor. 
Cushny won twice more in 2002, including 
a win for Hall of Fame trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard. 

At a funeral mass March 25, Cushny 
was remembered for his love of animals, 
his kind-hearted spirit and smile. The fami¬ 
ly has requested that donations in his name 
be made to the National Steeplechase 
Foundation. 

DAN DUFF0RD 

Longtime Thoroughbred trainer and 
Monmouth Park racing official Daniel 
Dufford passed away at his Oceanport, 
N.J., home March 28 at the age of 66. 

Born in Jamaica, N.Y., Dufford spent 
his entire life in the racing industry. His top 
runner as a trainer was New Jersey-bred 
Rumptious, winner of the 1984 Salvator 
Mile and two additional stakes through a 


career in which the Low Meadow Farm 
runner won 13 races and earned $316,252. 

Following his training career, Dufford 
moved into the Monmouth Park racing 
office, starting as an official and eventually 
becoming the stakes coordinator. During 



those years numerous champions com¬ 
peted at the Oceanport track, including 
Triple Crown winner American Pharoah 
and the likes of Rachel Alexandra, Lookin 
At Lucky, Big Brown, Curlin, Funny Cide 
and War Emblem. 

HENRY HOOKER 

Longtime Iroquois Steeplechase race 
chairman Henry Hooker passed away April 
23. He was 84. The Nashville attorney and 
civic leader helped transform the Iroquois 
into a prominent centerpiece of Middle 
Tennessee culture and a million-dollar fun¬ 
draiser for Vanderbilt’s Monroe Carell Jr. 
Children’s Hospital. 

With his wife of more than 60 years, 
Alice Ingram Hooker, Hooker envisioned 
the possibilities for the event that started in 
1941, and he brought that vision to fruition 
during his tenure as Iroquois’ chairman 
over 17 years. 

Hooker and horseman George 
Sloan suggested Children’s Hospital as 
the Iroquois beneficiary in 1981. It was 
Hooker’s love of children that brought 
everything together, said people who know 
him well. 

Hooker was an enthusiastic and gifted 
sportsman who enjoyed tennis and fox¬ 
hunting. He and his wife were invited 
to join the Hillsboro Hounds in 1963, 


and he became a long-serving Master of 
Foxhounds. He also served as the director 
of the Masters of Foxhounds Association 
of America, and his writings on foxhunt¬ 
ing included a sporting memoir, “Fox, 
Fin, & Feather,” in 2002. In addition to 
his wife, he is survived by three children, 
seven grandchildren, and numerous nieces 
and nephews. 

RANDY ROUSE 

Randolph D. “Randy” Rouse, a cen¬ 
tenarian who provided leadership for 
steeplechasing in his native Virginia and 
nationally, died April 7. 

As he wished, he remained active to the 
end of his life and received the National 
Steeplechase Association’s highest honor, 
the F. Ambrose Clark Award, in person 
at the NSA Race Chairmen’s meetings in 
Middleburg, Va., in late January. 

He was only the 26th recipient of the 
Clark Award. Created in 1965, the award 
recognizes individuals who have done the 
most to promote, improve, and encour¬ 
age the growth and welfare of American 
Steeplechasing. 

Rouse was an active owner and trainer 
for decades and, at age 99, sent out Hishi 
Soar to win at the Foxfield Spring Races 
in April 2016. For decades he was a lead¬ 
ing amateur rider on the steeplechase and 
point-to-point circuit, aboard favorites 
Quashed, Eagle’s Top, Free Movement 
and Cinzano (Uru). A champion flat horse 
in Uruguay, Cinzano was part of a horse¬ 
switching scam devised by veterinarian Dr. 
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In Memoriam continued. 


Mark Gerard in the 1970s and banned from 
competing in pari-mutuel races. Rouse pur¬ 
chased the horse and taught him to jump. 
Cinzano won 21 point-to-point starts. 

Rouse resided in Arlington, Va., and 
had a farm in Aldie. He is survived by his 
wife, Michele. 

Rouse assisted American steeplechas¬ 
ing through some of its most challenging 
times in the 1970s, when he served as the 
NSAs president from 1971-74. In that 
period, New York racing largely aban¬ 
doned steeplechasing to accommodate off¬ 
track betting, and Rouse began the highly 
successful transition to a focus on race 
meets rather than a reliance on racetracks. 

He also was instrumental in creating 
the National Fence in 1974, at a time when 


race meets and racetracks were having dif¬ 
ficulty maintaining natural fences. 

Born in Smithfield, Va., and raised in 
Newport News, he settled in Northern 
Virginia after graduating from Washington 
and Lee University in 1939 and serving in 
the U.S. Navy during World War II. He 
founded Randolph D. Rouse Enterprises, a 
construction and investment firm, in 1947. 

Participating in the Fairfax Hunt piqued 
his interest in hunting and jump racing. In 
time, he became Master of Foxhounds for 
the Fairfax Hunt and held that position for 
several decades. He also helped to launch 
the Fairfax Races and served as its chair¬ 
man for more than three decades. 


GEORGE ROWAND 

Virginia Thoroughbred owner, breed¬ 
er and author George Ellis Rowand, 69, 
passed away March 17, after a brief battle 
with cancer. 

He graduated from Virginia Tech 
in 1970 and obtained a Juris Doctorate 
degree from Memphis State University. 
He practiced law for the Commonwealth 
Attorney’s Office of Manassas for six 
years. Then he started a successful racing 
business, Bonner Farm, with his sister 
Bonner Young. They bred, syndicated and 
raced Thoroughbreds until the mid-1990s. 
Later, Rowand began to write about rac¬ 
ing, and was a columnist for the Richmond 
Times-Dispatch as well as the Fauquier Times. 



Former MHBA, MJC leader Capps dies at 71 


T imothy T. Capps, former Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and Maryland Million executive and Maryland 
Horse/Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred editor, died April 22 in 
Louisville, Ky., of complications from a stroke he suffered in 
February. He was 71. 

Capps had been director of the Equine Industry Program 
at the University of Louisville College of Business since June 
2011, where he also taught courses in equine marketing, man¬ 
agement, and communications and industry issues as well as 
a direct training program for racing industry officials. He was 
also a horse industry consultant on marketing, communications, 
business management, gaming and legislative and regulatory 
issues. The college’s dean, Todd Mooradian, said in a release, 
“Tim loved to teach and his name was synonymous with the 
horse industry. We will miss his dedication to our equine pro¬ 
gram and our students, as well as his enthusiasm for an industry 
that is one of the foundations of the Kentucky economy.” 

Capps wore many hats in the industry over the decades, 
among them executive vice president of the Maryland Jockey 
Club; vice president of Matchmaker Racing Services; editor and 
publisher of the Thoroughbred Record ; and director of operations 
for The Jockey Club. 

He came to the MHBA in September 1995, taking over the 
posts of Richard W Wilcke, who had moved on to join the 
University of Louisville College of Business faculty. Capps, 
then vice-president of communications at Laurel Park and 
Pimlico, assumed the roles of executive vice-president of 
MHBA, executive director of Maryland Million and editor of 
Maryland Horse and Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. , at the time pub¬ 
lished bi-monthly. One of the changes Capps made during his 
six-plus years with MHBA was to make Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
a monthly magazine (in September 1997). He was also editor 
when Don Clippinger won an Eclipse Award for outstanding 
achievement in magazine writing, a first for the magazine, in 
1996. The concept for the story “Focusing on the big picture: 
how TV relates to racing” was offered by Capps to Clippinger. 

Capps resigned from those positions on January 1, 2002, to 
become executive vice-president of the Maryland Jockey Club. 


During his career, Capps also worked as a stock broker and 
an investment counselor. He was a veteran of the U.S. Army 
and had earned the rank of captain. 

He is survived by his wife, Nancy, and a daughter, Meredith, 
of Washington, D.C.

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Holding on to the past, and building toward the future 


S tewardship is a term not often used 
anymore in everyday language, a way 
of thinking that has become increas¬ 
ingly obscure in a world where profits and 
losses occur in virtual reality. 

Stewardship, in the early 21st cen¬ 
tury, seems to be an antiquarian concept, 
reserved for old-fashioned bank trust 
departments, if there are any left, historic 
preservationists, and librarians. If pace 
makes the race, then the pace of life today 
has steered the race away from traditional 
notions of the enduring values that matter 
most in life, business or sport. 

Stewardship, in 1929, when the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association was 
founded, meant something more, espe¬ 
cially in the wake of the devastating stock 
market collapse that began in October 
of that year and opened the door to the 
Great Depression. 

The founders of the MHBA were 
clearly conscious of a need to be stewards 
of the land, of agricultural life, and of all 
things equine. They understood, even in 
an era when no one felt compelled to call 
fields, woods and streams “greenspace,” 
that horses played a meaningful, perhaps 
essential, role in their stewardship mis¬ 
sion. 

Those MHBA pioneers had not been 
exposed to urban sprawl or suburbia or 
environmentalists. They were people with 
common interests and standards of living, 
the “landed gentry” of their day, with the 
most common of their interests being 
a shared respect and affection for their 
horses that bordered on reverence. 

They forged an association intended 
to encourage the utilization of horses for 
sport and recreation and to protect the 
means of production that made Maryland 
the most enduring steward of our nation¬ 
al equine heritage. 

From the establishment of the annual 
yearling show to the launching of The 
Maryland Horse magazine under the guid¬ 
ance of Humphrey Finney, the MHBA 
was noted for its efforts to bring its mem¬ 
bers together through friendly competi¬ 
tion and superior communication. 

Maryland racing went through numer¬ 
ous changes during the decades following 
the establishment of the MHBA, among 
them the gradual disappearance of the 
summertime fair circuit that had made the 
state distinctive, the onset of pari-mutuel 
competition from nearby states in the 
region, and the slow but steady consolida¬ 
tion of the state’s major racetracks.

Despite the ebbs and flows of the rac¬ 
ing world around them, Maryland breed¬ 
ers continued to find innovative ways 
to sustain and energize the sport they 
treasured. 

None was more important than the 
creation of the Maryland-bred Fund pro¬ 
gram in 1962, the first breeders’ incentive 
program in the country and a catalyst for 
growth in Maryland’s breeding industry. 

Close behind, in terms of importance, 
was the development of the Maryland 
Million in 1986, a single-day event that 
represents a ringing endorsement of the 
underlying strength and staying power of 
Maryland’s breeding program. 

If the MHBA organization that I 
joined in 1995 was different from its 
origins, it was only by degrees. The same 
sense of purpose and character that repre¬ 
sent the bedrock of Thoroughbred racing 
in Maryland remain as meaningful today 
in the MHBA as was the case in 1929. 

I followed in the large footsteps of two 
leaders, Snowden Carter, the authoritative 
voice of Maryland racing for so many 
years, and Rich Wilcke, who brought orga¬ 
nizational genius and an ecumenical spirit 
to the organization and the horse industry. 

I quickly came to realize that, in addi¬ 
tion to inheriting a capable and dedicated 
staff, I was surrounded by a board of 
directors and a membership body of 
broad experience, remarkable resilience, 
and surpassing enthusiasm for horses and 
racing in Maryland. 

That enthusiasm would be sorely test¬ 
ed in the ’90s as horse racing in Maryland 
and around the country experienced 
rapid, often radical, sometimes unsettling 
change. The old economic model focused 
solely on live racing at a particular track 
gave way—quickly—to such “new era” 
ventures as inter-track and off-track bet¬ 
ting, full-card simulcasting, cross-breed 
simulcasting, and telephone and Internet 
wagering. 

Just as we were all adjusting to the new, 
more complicated, math of modern rac¬ 
ing, the tidal wave of expanded gaming 
loomed menacingly in our sights, with slot 
machines appearing at Delaware and West 
Virginia tracks as well as in other jurisdic¬ 
tions, resulting in huge purse increases 
and major revenue bumps for track opera¬ 
tors in those states. 

Horse racing has been a creature of 
state regulation and politics since the 
onset of pari-mutuel racing in the early 
1900s, but the late ’90s put unprecedented 


demands on the MHBA and other racing 
groups in Maryland to become politically 
proactive. Cooperation between breeders 
and horsemen helped secure aid to purses 
and breeders’ funds from state lottery 
monies for four years, an unheard-of 
proposition. 

The slot machine debate has, however, 
been another matter, its tentacles reaching 
far beyond racing circles, its outcome as 
unclear as the complexities that surround 
the issue. 

Politics aside-if that is possible-the 
years I spent at MHBA saw several initia¬ 
tives that brought positive change to the 
local breeding and racing industry, such as: 

• Entertainment enhancements to 
Maryland Million Day that have given 
the event a country fair feel and have 
solidified its place as “Maryland’s day at 
the races.” 

• Additional funding for the Yearling 
Show that has substantially increased par¬ 
ticipation in the show. 

• Repositioning of The Maryland Horse 
as Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred. Although 
this was a difficult decision, the change 
reflected the regionalization of racing in 
the Mid-Atlantic area, and has led to the 
magazine’s acknowledgment as the voice 
of the Thoroughbred industry in the 
region. 

Unquestionably, Maryland racing is 
seriously challenged today, and the chal¬ 
lenges are particularly acute because they 
are regionally driven rather than internal. 

Despite the uncertainty of today, I 
remain optimistic about the possibilities 
for Maryland racing because of what Hal 
C.B. Clagett, “Mister Clagett” to genera¬ 
tions of Maryland horsemen, once said to 
me when he referred to the “taproot” for 
horse sports and horse breeding that is so 
firmly planted in Maryland. 

The stewardship of that taproot exists, 
as it has for 75 years, with the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Societies are only as strong as their 
institutions, and the MHBA is a singular 
institution in the society of Maryland rac¬ 
ing, one that links the traditional values 
that are synonymous with the Maryland 
equine community with a progressive 
agenda to re-energize Maryland’s old¬ 
est—and greatest—sporting tradition. 

The stewardship role assumed by the 
MHBA’s founders in 1929 is more vital 
today than ever. W 
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He wrote a book, Diary of a Dream: My 
Journey in Thoroughbred Racing and eventually 
became the business editor of the Fauquier 
Times. 

Through their mare Highland Mills, 
Rowand and Young campaigned Grade 1 
winners Miss Josh (Gamely Handicap, 
$758,202) and Royal Mountain Inn (Man o’ 
War Handicap, $433,194), and graded win¬ 
ners Highland Springs and Highland 
Crystal among others. Combined, the off¬ 
spring of Highland Mills earned more than 
$2.2 million. Young continued the stable 
and has several horses in training with 
Barclay Tagg, including stakes-winning 
descendants of Highland Mills. 

Rowand served on several boards, 
including the Piedmont Dispute Resolution 
Center and the Greater Warrenton 
Chamber of Commerce and volunteered 
for the Fauquier Community Food Bank, 
Fauquier Family Shelter and his church, 
Leeds Episcopal. 

Born in Richmond, Rowand is survived 
by his wife, Rita, his son Michael, daughter- 
in-law Lijie, two sisters, Marjorie Antus and 
Joyce Bonner Young and their husbands, 
as well as nieces, nephews and cousins. 

BETSY SAPP 

Betty “Betsy” Sapp, 81, died April 19 of 
ovarian cancer. The Hydes, Md., resident 
bred and raced homebreds for 25 years 
with her husband Ronald E. Sapp, who 
survives her. 

An avid outdoorswoman growing up in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, she became enamoured 
with horses as a child, passing along a story 
to her family of her first riding experience, 
on a cow pony that she rode Western while 
carrying a scabbard for her Red Rider BB 
gun. 


After graduating from Miami University 
of Ohio, she worked as a stewardess for 
American Airlines before her marriage 
in 1958. She was a kindergarten teacher 
before being named director of special 
events at Goucher College and later getting 
a real estate license. 

Among her passions was breeding 
purebred show and hunting dogs, hunt¬ 
ing on the Eastern Shore, trout fishing in 
the Pacific Northwest and surf fishing on 
North Carolina’s Outer Banks. 

Breeding on a small scale, the Sapps 
campaigned graded stakes-placed It’s 
Time to Smile, who finished third in Ohio 
Derby-G2, and stakes-placed Call Me 



Dude. Her daughter Shawn Sapp Nocher 
noted: “She insisted that every horse she 
raised and retired be given a good home 
and a chance at a second career. She never 
failed.” 

Donations in her memory may be made 
to the Maryland Therapeutic Riding’s 
Horses for Heroes program. 

MARION SCULLIN 

Lifelong foxhunter and Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred breeder Marion Scullin died 
March 5 after a brief struggle with brain 
cancer. She was 74. 

Born in Bryn Mawr, Pa., she was the 
daughter of Albert “Pud” Crosson, the 
huntsman for Rose Tree Foxhunting Club, 
Huntington Valley Hounds, Whitelands 
Hunt and Pickering Hunt, who was hon¬ 
ored with induction into the Museum 
of Hounds & Hunting North America’s 
Huntsmen’s Room. 

Scullin received an undergraduate 
degree from West Chester University and a 
masters degree in education from Villanova 
University. She taught high school physical 
education and coached numerous school 
sports teams. 

Marion and her husband Roger settled 
in Maryland in the early 1970s, where 



daughters (Carter Lee and Carrie Lee) were 
born. They established a veterinary prac¬ 
tice, and began hunting with the Howard 
County Hunt Club. Soon they were both 
whipping-in, and by the late 1970s, as 
Roger began his career as a Master of 
Foxhounds, Marion began hers as the 
backbone of the hunt club, keeper of the 
stud book, secretary and many other hats 
too numerous to list, while raising a family, 
taking care of the farm and helping to run 
the vet practice. 

Shortly after the club merged to become 
the Howard County-Iron Bridge Hounds, 
Marion suffered a life-threatening, rare 
and paralyzing illness known as Guillain- 
Barre. Making a remarkable recovery, the 
undaunted Marion was soon back in the 
saddle, whipping-in, whelping, walking and 
showing hounds, hosting club functions 
and tailgates, taking care of family and 
farm. Scullin stopped riding to hounds in 
2009, but founded the Hill and Hollow 
Bassets with her daughter Carter. 

In 1975 the Scullins unintentionally 
got their start in the breeding business, 
as Marion recalled in The Maryland Horse 
in 1988: “We had gone to Kentucky for 
a veterinary symposium. We didn’t have 
anything to do one evening, so we went 
to Keeneland and ended up buying this 
gray filly.” Named Plumber’s Daughter, 
the filly earned nothing in three starts and 
was retired as a hunter. It was then decided 
to breed her when she was 5. Her second 
and third foals, both by Double Zeus, were 
Devilish Zeus, the Scullins’ first stakes 
winner, and stakes-placed Spring Debut. 
A decade later they bred and campaigned 
stakes winner Dance of December (out 
of their mare Jovial Lupine), and bred and 
sold his stakes-winning half-sister Double 
Artemis. 
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History Lessons 

Jam: Sagamore’s jump champion 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

A lfred Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm was 
reaching its highest heights in 1952, 
campaigning homebred 2-year-old 
Native Dancer, named Horse of the Year, as 
well as champion older mare Next Move and 
her equally talented stablemate Bed o’ Roses. 
The third Sagamore-bred champion that year 
was on an entirely different playing field. 

Jam was a Sagamore castoff, but by the 
spring of his 5-year-old season in 1952 he 
had found his calling as a steeplechase horse. 
He entered the Pennsylvania barn of Morris 
Dixon less than two years earlier for young 
owner James F. McHugh of Wilmington, 
Del., after bouncing around the claiming 
ranks during a flat career in which he won 
once in his first 22 starts. 

Jam made his debut over hurdles in April 
1951 and won. His first five jump races 
resulted in three wins, including the Belmont 
National Maiden Hurdle Stakes, a second and 
a third. An occasional foray into turf allow¬ 
ances on the flat at the steeplechase meets 



resulted in impressive scores, but those were 
only steppingstones to bigger things to come. 

Racing exclusively over jumps in 1952, 
Jam made 15 starts, 13 in stakes. He tackled 
the best competition, turning back at one 
time or another the likes of two-time steeple¬ 
chase champion Oedipus and the top-class 
The Mast. The most impressive of Jam’s five 
stakes victories that year was Delaware Park’s 
Indian River Steeplechase, which he won by 
20 lengths while taking nearly two seconds 
off Elkridge’s course record, with The Mast 
third. Jam defeated Oedipus by 5 lengths in 


Belmont’s Brook Steeplechase Handicap, the 
richest win of his career. 

At the end of the year, it was a toss-up as 
to who was the best steeplechaser. The Daily 
Racing Form chose Jam, who led all ’chas¬ 
ers by earnings. The Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations selected Oedipus. 

Charles Hatton observed: “He is bold 
and powerful and a ‘big jumper,’ as they say 
to indicate the capacity of tremendous leaps” 
and given Jam’s age, and his bold approach to 
jumping, his future appeared bright. But the 
bay gelding never returned to that level again. 
Joe Estes noted after the 1952 season that 
“He approached his fences so boldly, and 
sometimes so carelessly, that an occasional 
poor landing left [regular rider] Earl Phelps 
with the problem of making a quick return 
from the neck to the saddle.” 

Jam was the result of a breeding of 
Impound, a Sun Beau colt Vanderbilt cam¬ 
paigned with classic aspirations in the late 
1930s (he finished fourth in the Preakness 
behind Challedon in 1939), to the Display 
mare Cherry Orchard. 

Impound sired 23 foals while standing at 
Sagamore Farm. All started, and 16 won. But 
the key was breeding him to Display mares. 
He covered four daughters of Display, result¬ 
ing in seven foals, six winners. Two were 
stakes winners, including a champion.

A s the story goes, contemporary sport¬ 
ing artist Andre Pater (pronounced 
“potter”) made a fateful wrong turn 
toward Paris, Ky., on the way to a meeting 
and experienced the beauty of the scenic 
Thoroughbred farms for the first time. In 
1988, he and his wife, Kasia, moved from 
Dallas, Tex., and have made the Kentucky 
Bluegrass their home since. 

Before moving to the U.S., Pater received 
a formal academic art education, earning a 
Masters degree in Interior Architecture from 
the Krakow Academy of Fine Arts in his 
native Poland. There, he honed his skills in 
drawing and in easel-painting nudes. The art¬ 
ist, however, was fascinated by Arabian horses 
from an early age and taught himself to draw 


and paint animals. Direct observations from 
nature and study of previous Polish and 
sporting art masters fueled his creativity and 
exploration of different techniques. 

In Kentucky, the Paters first lived at 
Wimbledon Farm, the property of Hilary 
Boone Jr., president of the Iroquois Hunt 
Club. It is here that Pater first began to artis¬ 
tically explore foxhunting along with the 
other sporting and animal subjects for which 
he has gained prominence. He persuaded 
Boone to sit for a sporting portrait along with 
his son, Hilary Boone III, surrounded by the 
Iroquois pack in 1991. (Ironically, Boone III, 
a polo player, first took up hunting seriously 
after the painting was completed.) 

Pater’s growing success led to a rising tide 
of commissions and the need for a larger 
studio. He found one on the property of 
Penny Chenery, owner of 1973 Triple Crown 
winner Secretariat. The expansive space gave 
the artist the freedom to paint on a grander 
scale, and among these larger canvases were 
paintings of hounds. 

Fully immersed in Kentucky country life, 
the Paters became social members of the

Iroquois, and the artist gained unrestricted 
access to the kennels. Foxhunting and hound 
subjects became an inspiration throughout 
his career. 

One cannot help but be captivated by the 
individual personalities, anatomical accuracy, 
and physical movement that Pater is able to 
convey in his portrayals of hounds, figures, 
and other animals. His mastery in capturing 
the characteristics of light and shadow with a 
painterly effect draws the viewer into the 
compositions. Pater paints his subjects from 
the inside out. .. and to think it all began with 
a wrong turn. 
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Looking Back 



10years ago 

I Michael Moran not only owned the 
all-time leading steeplechase earner, three¬ 
time Eclipse Award winner McDynamo, 
but was also the co-breeder, with his 
mother Elizabeth Moran, of one of the 
year’s top 3-year-olds, Pennsylvania-bred 
Hard Spun. 

Moran had purchased Hard Spun’s 
dam, Turkish Tryst (by Turkoman), for 
$39,000 as a yearling at Keeneland. She 


became a stakes winner at 5 on the turf 
when winning the April Run at Pimlico, 
and finished third in that summer’s Grade 
2 Matchmaker Stakes at Monmouth while 
three months in foal to Belong to Me. 
Hard Spun (by Danzig), the mare’s sixth 
foal, was sold privately to Rick Porter 
for $400,000 after the colt failed to reach 
his $485,000 reserve at the Keeneland 
September Yearling sale. 

Moran was based at his 225-acre 
Applestone Farm in Unionville, which 
boasted a new 20-stall training barn and 
a Tapeta training track. 
Since Applestone was not 
set up for foaling mares, 
Hard Spun was born at 
Brushwood Farm. 

I Owner/rider Stewart 
Strawbridge’s win aboard 
The Bruce (NZ) in the 
Maryland Hunt Cup in his 
debut was a continuation 
of countless family con¬ 
nections to the race, which

25years ago 

I Timber champion Von Csadek’s run of 
bad luck in the Maryland Hunt Cup came 
to an end as the dark bay gelding coasted 
home a 30-length winner. Renowned for 
his dazzling displays—he won the 1988 
Virginia Gold Cup less than a month after 
his timber debut by 110 lengths with 
16-year-old Patrick Worrall aboard—Von 
Csadek lost Worrall at the fourth fence of 
Maryland Hunt Cup in 1989, and 
unseated the young rider at fence 21 (of 
22) in 1990 while in front by 50 lengths. 
He didn’t compete in 1991, having been

sent to England for a try in the Grand 
National (he was shipped home before 
the race, and then was diagnosed with a 
stress fracture of a splint bone.) His Hunt 
Cup win came in his second start back 
after a 16-month layoff. 

The Von Csadek team was a family 
affair—Doug Worrall, Patrick’s father, 
trained for his wife Margaret and her 
uncle D. Herbert Sheppard. 

I The Grade 1 Pimlico Special proved 
redemption for Kentucky Derby-G1 
winner Strike the Gold, who had gone 
through a 12-race losing streak after 
his classic score. During that span, 
the Nick Zito trainee was second four 
times, including a near-miss in the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl. The son of Alydar 
also was the first Derby winner to be 
sold as a horse of racing age at public 
auction—consigned to the Belmont Park 
sale to dissolve the partnership between 
Joseph Cornacchia, William Condron 
and B. Giles Brophy, he was bought by 
Cornacchia and Condron for $2.9 million, 
four days before the Special. 

Said Zito after the Special, in which 
Strike the Gold caught champion Fly So 
Free to win by three-quarters of a length, 
“We were just waiting for this day. I wish 
we hadn’t had to wait so long.” 
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included his sister, Sanna (Neilson) Hen¬ 
driks, twice a winner as a rider and trainer 
of The Bruce; his sister, Kathy (Neilson) 
McKenna, who also won it as a trainer; his 
great-grandfather Redmond Stewart, who 
competed as a jockey in the first running 
in 1894, finishing second, and later won 
it; and his grandfather Redmond Jr., who 
won the race three times as an owner. 

I With the winners of the previous four 
runnings of Keeneland’s Grade 1 Royal 
Chase not entered (McDynamo, Sur La 
Tete and Hirapour-Ire), the race turned 
into a battle, with Bill Pape’s Pennsylvania- 
bred champion steeplechaser Mixed Up 
getting the win by a neck over Maryland- 
bred champion steeplechaser Good Night 
Shirt, with Paradise’s Boss another neck 
back in third. Mixed Up, a son of Carni- 
valay and winner of a state-bred stakes 
on the flat earlier in his career, pushed his 
career numbers to 13 wins from 33 starts 
(on the flat and over jumps) for earnings 
of $487,526. 

Good Night Shirt ; of course, became a 
Eclipse Award winner, Maryland-bred Horse of 
the Year and national Hall of Famer. 


I Warrenton, Va., native Jerry Fishback 
was elected to the National Racing Hall 
of Fame. One of the premier steeplechase 
jockeys through the 1970s, he had retired 
unexpectedly after winning the 1979 
Lovely Night Steeplechase at Saratoga 
with Cafe Prince, but picked up the reins 
again in 1984, winning the Atlanta Cup 
with Flatterer. By the next year he was the 
nation’s leading jump rider by earnings, 
and officially retired at the end of 1987. 

I Joseph and William Stavola’s 
Middletown Stable had a banner day on 
April 18, as two homebreds won stakes on 
the same Aqueduct card. Three-year-old 
Danzig colt Belong to Me got his second 
stakes win in a week when capturing 
the Grade 3 Best Turn Stakes (he won 
Philadelphia Park’s Ilex Stakes as a warm¬ 
up). And Missy Mirage defeated favorite 
Versailles Treaty in the Life’s Magic Stakes. 
Allen Jerkens sent out both winners. 

I Multimillionaire Waquoit, who stood at 
Northview Stallion Station in Chesapeake 
City, Md., got his first winner with his 
first starter in his first crop. The 2-year- 
old colt Exclusive Zone, a May foal, won 
one of the first juvenile races in April in 
New York, setting every fraction of the 
4A-furlong maiden special weight.

50years ago 

I Frank Y Whiteiey Jr., born on 
Maryland’s Eastern Shore and a 
resident of Laurel, Md., saddled his 
second Preakness winner in three years. 
Damascus, bred and owned by Edith 
Bancroft (daughter of the late master of 
Belair, William Woodward), coasted home 
an easy winner by more than 2 lengths 
with Willie Shoemaker aboard. 

Snowden Carter wrote that Whiteiey, 
“is a throwback to another generation 
of trainers. His life is his stable. He all 
but sleeps with his horses. He tolerates 
nothing which might prove detrimental 
to his horses. If an owner wants the fun 
of calling his own shots, he can buy that 
privilege from countless trainers—but he 
would do well to avoid Frank Whiteiey.” 

Whiteiey also trained Raymond Guest’s 
1965 Preakness winner Tom Rolfe. 

Maryland-bred Barbs Delight, winner 
of the Derby Trial and runner-up in the 
Kentucky Derby, contested the early pace 
before fading in the stretch to finish sixth. 

I Mountain Dew galloped home to 
win his third Maryland Hunt Cup by 25 


lengths for owner/breeder/trainer Janon 
Fisher Jr. “I think it was the horse’s best 
trip over the Hunt Cup course and it was 
the best ride by Janon [Fisher III],” said 
Fisher. 

The week before, the 12-year-old geld¬ 
ing won his fifth Grand National. 

I Joe Aitcheson won five of the six 
races on the rainy and cold Virginia Gold 
Cup card, including the featured event for 
a fifth time. He guided David L. “Zeke” 


Ferguson’s Leeds Don to a 
25-length win-the gray’s third 
consecutive Gold Cup, which 
retired the trophy. It was noted 
that Aitcheson, at age 38, was 
“considered as getting along in 
years by his brethren in the 
’chasing fraternity, but possibly 
is riding as well as—maybe bet¬ 
ter than—in any of his other 
highly successful seasons.” 

I Kentucky Derby winner 
Proud Clarion was out of a 
mare by *Djeddah, a 22-year- 
old stallion who had taken up 
residence at Kalish-Gaynor 
(K and G) Farm in Hydes, Md., two years 
earlier. The French-bred stallion, a stakes 
winner in France and England, came to 
Maryland after being purchased in a pack¬ 
age deal negotiated by Harry Kalish. “In 
excellent health. . . and performing well 
during the current breeding season,” 
*Djeddah was well-regarded as a brood¬ 
mare sire, as another of his grandsons 
was champion (and future major sire) 
Never Bend.

75years ago 

I A stirring edition of the Dixie Handi¬ 
cap attracted a who’s who of the nation’s 
top handicap horses. Whirlaway and 
Challedon were the headliners, Attention 
and Mioland the major contenders. “Typi¬ 
cal of his greatest races last year [when he 
won the Triple Crown], Whirlaway played 
an inconspicuous role throughout the first

three-quarters of a mile then 
closed nearly 20 lengths like 
a bolt from the blue to win,” 
it was reported. The time 
for the l 3 /i6 miles was 1:57, 
only two-fifths off the track 
record shared by Pompoon 
and Seabiscuit. Just over a 
length separated the top four 
finishers, as Attention fin¬ 
ished second, with Mioland 
a head in front of Challedon 
for third. 

I The previous year’s top 
2-year-old, A1 Sabath’s Alsab, 
lost his first eight starts of his sophomore 
season, the most recent when second to 
Shut Out in the Kentucky Derby. The colt 
redeemed himself in the Preakness, in 
stakes record time (1:57). A length back, 
Requested and Sun Again battled for 
second, and finished in the first deadheat 
in the race’s history. 

I Pimlico’s rich 12-day spring meet 
included a championship performance 
by William Woodward’s 3-year-old filly 
Vagrancy in the Pimlico Oaks, in which 
she defeated Charles S. Howard’s Chiquita 
Mia. The daughter of *Sir Gallahad III 
and Valkyr, by Man o’ War, was winning 
for the second time in four tries for the 
year. 


The Pimlico Oaks was Vagrancy r first 
stakes win, hut by the end of the year she sealed a 
divisional championship by winning nine stakes in 
21 starts, including such time-honoredfixtures as 
the Coaching Club American Oaks, Alabama, 
Test, Beldame and Delaware Oaks. 

I Disaster struck the mighty Blockade, 
as the three-time winner of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup hit a fence late in the Virginia 
Gold Cup, fell and never got up. The 
big chestnut 13-year-old son of Man o’ 
War had “scarcely rapped a rail in years.” 
Considered by many as “the greatest 
timber racer of them all,” Blockade was 
taken to his owner C.E. Tuttle’s farm in 
Maryland to be buried.
